this office. 

Campaigning begins Monday 
and will continue through the 17. 
All campaign posters must be ap- 
proved by Dean Paul Glynn's 
office and must be taken dowi^ 
by 4 p.m. , Friday. 

Campaign speeches are sched- 
uled for Thursday, September 16 
in the cafeteria. Candidates for 
president and senator will have 
a prescribed amount of time to 
deliver their talks. 

The SGA can be a paper posi- 
tion only — or it can legislate, 
represent and serve the students 
of PBJC.

U.S. And Guatemalan Indian 
Weavings On Display Now 



An art exhibit of weaving by 
Indian craftsmen of Guatemala 
and southwestern United States 
was open to the public at Pahn 
Beach Junior College Monday. 

Selection was on the barfs of 
beauty of design, color, and fab- 
ric, according to James C, Hou- 
ser, chairman of the Art Depart- 
ment. 

"The woven objects range from 
full costumes and skirts to blank- 
ets, ruge, and table cloths. .All 
are suitable for wall decoration 
as well as their normal use," 
Houser said. 

Authentic Guatemalan Indian 
designs were made prior to the 
introduction of industrial dyes to 
that country. The blend of hues 
from vegetable dyes, woven into 
imagery as well as abstract de- 
sign, produce pleasing interior 
design possibilities. 



Spanish colonial design is exe- 
cuted by the Guatemalan Indians. 
Richer and heavier than the pure 
Indian work, these pieces create 
entirely different decorative 
effects. 

Coloring in the Southwest Indian 
group is almost invarabiy bright, 
relieved on occasion by more sub- 
tle coloring. SjTnbolic abstract 
design generally predominates. 

The exhibit will be used in class 
work by students of design but 
will be open to public view in the 
gallery of the Humanities Build- 
ing. 7:30 a.m. to 10 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, for the remain- 
der of this month. 

"TTie weaving exhibit is the first 
of a varietv of art shows planned 
at the junior college throughout 
the year, "Houser said.

Dr. .Andrews, speaking today on 
Modem Religion and Modern Sci- 
ence, has been a distinguished 
Professor of Chemistrj' at Florida 
Atlantic University for the past 



two years following 36 years as a 
B.V. Baker Professor of Chemis- 
tr>' at John Hopkijis Universiiy in 
Baltimore. Maryland. He left as 
Head of the Cheniistry Depart- 
ment. 

Bora in Farnsinjrton. Conn, he 
was the first member of his 
family to move from the town 
since'l540- Dr. .Andrews is a Lay 
Reader in the Episcopal Diocese 
of Mar>'!and and is noted as one 
of the" foremost authorities on 
Science and Rdigion in the Umied 
States. 

Dr. Andrews gave a series at 
lectures for the Banforth Founda- 
tiocj at 30 U.S. college campuses 
on Science and Religion. He also 
conducted su-Tiraer sympos.um tm 
this same sub.iect as a visiting 
ProfcKor at YaJe University in 
1956 and again in 1959.

Vobationary Status Outlined 



"tudents should be aware of 
s probationary status. 

?hose carrying one through 14 
rs must maintain a 1.4 aver- 
. The more hours carried per 
tester, the higher the average 
c must be maintained. Stu- 
.jits who have taken 15 through 
.5 hours must maintain an aver- 
age between 1.6 and 2.0 average. 

Those students faOing to meet 
these requirements are put on 
probation and limited to 11 hours 
per semester. 

To lift probation one must 
earn the required overall aver- 
age set for the number of 
semester hours taken. Students 
are given one term to remove 
probation. Failure to lift pro- 



bation will result in suspension 
for one term, unless a 2,0 aver- 
age is earned in the immediate 
term. 

Students may appeal to a com- 
mittee appointed by the President, 
durmg registration. These appeals 
must be presented in writing to 
the Dean of Instruction. 

Students who fail to pass any 
work attempted in a given term 
are automatically suspended for 
one term, whether they have been 
.on probation or not. Those re- 
turning from suspension, are sub- 
ject to all rules of probation. 



Questions concerning suspen- 
sion should be referred to the 
Registrar.

PBJC Now Permanent

To the almost 5000 students at- 
tending Junior College this term, 
the idea of a conveniently located 
public college which is open to 
all students is all too frequently 
taken for granted. These students 
have come to expect the college 
as something rightfully due to 
them. 

But few actually realize that, in 
its 32-year existence, Palm Beach 
Junior College has balanced on 
the brink of abolishment several 
times. In its earliest years, the 
college survived only because its 
campus was located at Palm 
Beach High School, and the high 
school's facilities, faculty, and 
funds were available to the col- 
lege. 

With the ending of World War 
II, the old IVIorrison Field Air 
Force Base was de-activated, 
and the college was given the 



opportunity to locate there. 
For several years it prospered, 
and soon grew to cover fifty 
buildings and several acres. 

However, in 1951 the Korean 
War broke out, and the base 
was suddenly re-activated. The 
government politely but firmly 
informed the college that it 
would have to move. Many 
people wondered if the college 
could survive, and rumors 
sprang up that this would be 
the end of Palm Beach Junior 
College. 

But the college wasn't ready to 
give up yet. The faculty and stu- 
dent body sprang into action; a 
"Campus Hunt" was initiated; in- 
dignant letters poured in to the 
editors of local newspapers de- 
manding that the college be con- 
tinued; and a student organiza- 
tion adopted the theme, 'Keep the 
Junior College.'

The 
School Board considered these 
sites carefully, and finally an- 
nounced that the college would 
move to Lake Park, A week 
later the mayor of Lake Park 
attended a convention in. New 
Jersey, with the proud words, 
"Lake Park, Home of Palm 
Beach Junior College" printed 
on the side of his car. 
It has been 14 years since that 
fateful happening, and the college 
has grown from a few rooms in 
a town hall with a faculty of ten, 
to a beautiful 114 acre campus 
with 165 teachers and a student 
body of almost 5000. And the 
school will live on for a long 
time, a memorial to these far- 
sighted people and their visions 
of an era when education is avail- 
able to all who earnestly seek it.

tennis; Miss Jane Leaf, golf; Jim Tanner, basketball and Charles 

Connell, baseball. 

I-C Eligibility Rules 

1. A student will be required to obtain student insurance coverage. 

2. A student must show evidence of a satisfactory current medical 
examination. 

3. a. A student must be an entering freshman (never before enrolled 

in college except for preceding summer) or passed at least ten 
(10) hours of work during the term of attendance previous to his 
completion with an overall 2.0 or better. 

b. Any student who enrolls for less than twelve (12) houi-s is a 
part-time student and is therefore not eligible. 

c, A student who prior to the current semester had never been a 
full-time student could be eligible for competition this semester 
if he enrolled as a full-time student. 

4. a. A student must complete competition in a maximum of 6 (six) 

terms. 

b. Any student enrolled at any college for six (6) terms as a full- 
time student is not eligible. 

c. Summer session work does not affect the eligibility of a student 
unless the term is more than 12 weeks. 

5. a. Any student who participates in one game or contest has used 

up one year of eligibility in that sport. 

6. a. A student who has ever attended any other junior college 

(except for a summer session) is ineligible to compete at 
another junior college untQ he has served a probationary period 
of two terms. This does not apply to the student who was 
enrolled as a 'part-time student. 

b. A student transferring from a four-year college to a junior 
college in or at the end of the freshman year is eligible to 
compete if they meet other qualifications. 

c. A student enrolling in a member college while a season of any 
sport is in progress is ineligible to participate for the remainder 
of the season. This applies to entering as well as transfer 
students. 

d. A student who attends any college (junior or four-year) for 
more than one academic year and transfers to a member junior 
college is ineligible and cannot become eligible. 

7. Any athlete who receives or has received pay in any form for 
participation in athletics or signed a contract with any professional 
athletic organization does not meet the definition of an amateur and 
is barred from participation. 

8. Any student who falsifies his academic and/or his athletic partici- 
. pation record shall be ineligible for further competition in a junior 

college at any time. 



Bob Case who compiled a 5-8 
record last year in the school's 
initial start. Unlike all the other 
athletic coaches, Connell majored 
in engineering and industrial arts. 
He received his BS and MS at 
Florida State University two 
years ago. A former PBJC stu- 
dent in 1960, Connell spent 22 
years in the service of Uncle Sam 
before completing his college edu- 
cation under the G.I. Bill. During 
his 22 years in the United States 
Air Force, he coached and played 
against former major league 
stars, here and abroad. Connell 
was a catcher in his playing days 
with five broken fingers on his 
right hand to attest to it. Coach 
Connell at one time was president 
of the American Umpires Associ- 
ation, which is affiliated with the 
National Baseball Congress. He 
also uhipired in the Southern 
Association in the minor league.^ 
As for coaching experience 
on the new athletic staff, bas- 
ketball coach Jim Tanner has 
seniority. Upon graduating 
from Northwest Missouri State 
College, Mr. Tanner has been 
a coach in ahnost every major 
sport during the last 14 years. 
At 6'6", Tanner made all-con- 
ference at NW Missouri in his 
senior year in basketball and 
baseball. At Centerville, Iowa, 
he coached the city's college 
basketball team to the Iowa 
Regional Junior College cham- 
pionships in 1963, with a 20-6 
record tor the campaign. Tan- 
ner moved to Lake Worth in 
1964 and brought the Trojan 
baseball team up to third place 
in the Suncoast Conference. 

Tanner said that he has been 
notified by 35 boys who want to 
play basketball and says that 
the only thing the team might 
need is the big man at center. 

For the men's golf team. Dr. 
William Stokes will be the coach 
of the fairways. Having com- 
pleted his undergraduate work at 
Western Kentucky, he received 
his doctorate and MS in physical 
education at George Peabody Col- 
lege in Nashville, Tennessee. For 
the next 14 years. Dr. Stokes 
coached every varsity sport with 
the exception of golf at Middle 
Tennessee State University. From 
football to swimming. Dr. Stolies 
played all the big college univer- 
sities — Ohio State, Bradley, 
Loyola of Chicago, etc. He made 
a trip into Florida with his bas- 
ketball team two years ago and 
won the Hatter Invitational at 
Stetson. For the 14 years of 
coaching at the University, Dr. 
Stokes contributed a record that 
-has never been equalled — seven 
conference or tournament cham- 
pions in all the major sports. Dr. 
Stokes says the climate of the 
State of Florida should make any 
athletic program flourish. 

Women's golf will be coached 
by Miss Jane Leaf. After finish- 
ing her first two years at Purdue 
University, she then started her 
teaching career at Melbourne 
High School where she sported a 
district championship in swim- 
ming. She was in charge of intra- 
murals in volleyball, softball, bad- 
minton, and tennis. Miss Leaf 
stated that a couple of girls of 
national ranking — Lake Worth's 
Rhonda Glenn and Lynn Easu of 
Minnesota are team prospects. 
Miss Glenn was runner-up in the 
NCAA Women's Golf Tournament 
and Miss Easu was the victor in 
the Ohaha Open. Miss Leaf said 
that these two girls should pace 
the Pacers in the I-C competition.

P. E. Offers 
New Courses 

Several new courses have been 
added to the P.E. curriculum at 
PBJC, some of which have not 
been stressed fully in the college 
catalog. So that you, the student, 
may be fully informed, a brief 
description of these courses fol- 
lows: 

WATER SKIING — Mr. Roy 
Bell, instructor for the water ski 
course, states that the first three 
weeks of the course will be de- 
voted to the fundamentals of 
water skiing and water safety 
procedures. Dry land starts, deep 
water starts, proper handling of 
the towboats, and correct hand 
signals for both boat driver and 
skiier are to be stressed. 

Students participatmg in this 
course are expected to complete 
all the necessary qualifications 
for the novice skiier, and pos- 
sibly the mtermediate classifi- 
cation. This category entails 
slalom skiing and running sim- 
ple slalom water ski courses. 

SENIOR LIFE SAVING -This 
course will cover the various ap- 
proaches, carries, and resuscita- 
tion methods approved and au- 
thorized by the American Red 
Cross. At the termination of the 
course and upon the instructor's 
recommendation a senior life 
saving certificate will be issued 
by the Red Cross. This certificate 
will enable a student to qualify 
as a life guard or to go on to 
take a senior life saving mstructor 
course. 

WOMEN'S TUMBLING -; A 
course strictly for the ladies, 
women's tumbling will take UP 
forward and backward roUS' 
body control, balanchig, use of 
the uneven bars and free exer- 
cising. Free exercising. *'^' 
plains Miss Blanton, instructor 
for the women's tumblhig class. 
is a series of movements set 
to music and conducted wHh a 
high degree of precision. 
MEN'S WRESTLING— This new 
course introduces the student to 
the fundamental techniques of 
wrestling. Itjcluded in these basic 
fundamentals will be escape tech- 
niques, takedowbs, fundamental 
holds, terminology, rules and 
regulations and how to score.

Let's Care A Little! 




Approximately one-sixth of the eligible students voted 
in one of the most important elections on campus in recerit 
years on election day September 17. 

Apathy on part of the student body was a main factor in 
the poor turnout, but the way the elections were organized 
didn't help the matter any. The poorness in the elections can 
be attributed to two major causes, very little publicity and 
only one voting machine for each class. 

During election hours candidates from both parties were 
in the halls near the polls urging students to vote. Despite 
hundreds of posters around campus and much personal con- 
tact by candidates, many students simply walked past the 
polls without even giving them a second thought. 

There is a trend throughout the country to lower the 
voting age to eighteen. There are arguments pro and con, 
but how can this be accomplished if students aren'f even in- 
terested in campus elections. The students aren't the only ones 
at fault though, if the elections were better organized many 
more students would have voted. 

Ther'e was very little public notice as to when and where 
rhe elections were held. This problem could have been solved 
by having more notices in the daily bulletin as well as urging 
candidates to put the voting date on their posters. 

More people would have voted if the voting machines 
were in a more centrally located area instead of hidden be- 
tween the cafeteria and the Finance office as they were. This 
is a good location for that area of campus but another set of 
machines near the Library or the Social Science Building would 
increase the voter turnout. 

There is no way to get everyone to vote but if a little more 
consideration is given to election procedures the percentage 
of voters will increase to the level where it should be. 



Teacherless Classes 



According to college policy at the present time, if a 
teacher cannot be at one of his classes, the students still have 
to meet. If this policy were changed it would benefit the 
student, as well as the teacher who must watch the class. 

When an instructor is absent, one of his fellow faculty 
members must take away from his own free time to watch a 
teacherless class. He does not get paid for this time. 

In a situation of this sort neither the teacher nor the 
student gains any benefit. The substitute usually assigns 
"busy work", keeping the student occupied for an hour but 
learning nothing. The teacher also accomplishes very little 
during this hour. 

The solution is simple. When the teacher is absent, class 
is not held. This would give the student time to study for his 
following classes. Also the substitute would be able to de- 
vote this time to preparing for his regular classes.

The recent senate campaign 
could not be called "emotionally 
involving," until the campaign 
speeches were heard in the cafe- 
teria. Informal debate between 
presidential candidates Ron Wood 
and Ken Jenne brought roars of 
approval and disapproval from 
the audience, and these roars, 
heard 'round the campus, ignited 
the campaign. This is just the 
thing the elections need. No doubt 
not one who heard the debate 
remained completely non-partisan 
towards one candidate, and, in 
this case, one party.

One voter 
came in the Beachcomber ofTice 
not slightly perturbed and de- 
manded to know where the United 
Party candidate was. This one 
case isn't the measure of success, 
but the thought that other stu- 
dents might have become simil- 
arly affected by the debate is 
probable.

If Pacer Party became the 
party of the social clubs (as it, 
this election, appeared from those 
social members present at the 
campaign speeches. I say "ap- 
pear" because many United Party 
members are also active in other 
social groups) the bicameral sys- 
tem on campus could be more of 
a two-party system than it is 
presently. Currently there is no 
real division of ideology or plat- 
form, and actually each faction 
is nothing more than a group of 
senators who wish to work to- 
gether.

Sixteen signs of one party dis- 
appeared this election. None of 
the opposing party's signs were 
missing. 

This removing of placards is 
disagreeable. When a person be- 
comes so involved with one can- 
didate when both parties in- 
volved have no real differences 
that he tears down the bills of one 
candidate, that person is ignor- 
ant of the candidates themselves 
and the functioning of the SG-A. 

Most students noticed that there 
is a slight problem of hearing at 
the campaign speeches. Candi- 
dates could not be expected to 
nuzzle up to the one meager 
microphone present. It might be 
suggested that more micro- 
phones are used in the future. 
Those who could not hear the 
candidates will go to the voting 
booths totally ignorant of what 
their prospective senators had to 

say.

When I spoke to both presiden- 
tial candidates they reaffirmed 
their belief that there will be no 
problem with inter -party coopera- 
tion. Could this mean that some 
points in both parties' platforms 
will be fulfilled in the course of 

the year? 

* * * 

If one looked over both parties' 
platforms he could pick out com- 
parisons. The idea of bringing a 
nationally-known group of enter- 
tainers was present in both. Ken 
Jenne spoke of his "group" in 
connection with the spring frolics, 
while Ron Wood seemed to want 
the Beach Boys over the Christ- 
mas holidays. 

Another comparison could be 
made between the United Party 
promise to print out a copy of the 
senate meetings and those bills 
on the floor with the Pacer Party 
promise to conduct student polls 
on campus for the purpose of 
aiding in legislation. It seems as

Sound fantastic? It isn't, for 
all of these facilities, and many 
more, are part of a master plan 
for the expansion of PBJC. This 
plan, drawn up by the architectu- 
ral firm of Schoop and McKinley 
in association with Lemon and 
Megginson, divides the needed 
construction into three phases. 

Phase one includes the most 
urgently needed facilities. These 
are the construction of an addi- 
tion to the present Dental Hy- 
giene building, more than doub- 
ling it in size, a new and modem- 
ly equipped technical laboratoo' 
building, a modern two-story Data 
Processing comolex a great- 
ly enlarged and improved student 
activities center, a central rrie- 
chanical services building which 
will house central heating and 
air-conditioning for the entire 
school, a three-story library-learn- 
ing resources center, and an ex- 
pansion of the gym and locker- 
room facilities. 

Of the above units in phase one, 
the library-learning resources 
center and the addition to the 
gym are now under construction, 
at a combined cost of almost 
$900,000. Plans for the others

and construction will start on 
most of them by the end of this 
year. Money for the equipment 
which will be needed for the Den- 
tal Hygiene building has been 
donated to PBJC by the Kellogg 
Fund. 

By May of 1966, the addition to 
the gym will be completed, and 
in July the library-learning re- 
sources center should be in opera- 
tion. This center will devote its 
first floor to audio-visual use, and 
eventually all AV materials for 
the school will be produced there. 
The second and third floors will 
consist of reading and study 
rooms. Here a language student 
will be able to go to recording 
booths and review tapes of his 
last lesson. 

Phase one is scheduled for com- 
pletion by late 1966. A S2.5 mil- 
lion bond issue has been floated 
to cover construction costs for 
this phase. 



Phase two calls for a swim- 
ming pool, an addition to the 
cafeteria, a three-story Bu.siness 
Adminstration building, two class- 
room laboratory buildings, and a 
planetarium and observatory 
deck. Of these, funds are avail- 
able only for the Business .A.d- 
ministration building at the pres- 
ent time. 

In the third phase, an enlarged 
auditorium, a graphic arts build- 
ing, a performing arts building, a 
dental health service addition, 
and a music building would be 
constructed. Phases two and 
three would include additional 
parking facilities, utilities, athle- 
tic space, sprinkler systems, ex- 
terior lighting, and the complete 
landscaping of the entire campus 

In all, this new construction 
will give a new look to Palm 
Beach Junior College. With all 
needed facilities complete, PBJC 
will be truly dedicated to the pur- 
suit of knowledge.

Then those who attend a junior college 
are no longer shut out of ROTC? That's 
right. One of the particular purposes of 
this program is to give students who start 
at a junior college— and then move on to 
a 4-year institution— the chance to become 
officers through Air Force ROTC. 

How do I apply for this program? First, 
contact the Professor of Aerospace Studies 
at the Air Force ROTC host-college near- 
est you. (There are 182 Air Force ROTC 
units in the U.S. and Puerto Rico.) He'll 
arrange for you to take the Air Force 
Officer Qualifying Test, and the required 
physical examination. If you pass these, 
you'll be interviewed by a board of senior 



Air Force officers, who will decidf if you 
are to be chosen to attend a Field Training 
Course, a six-week course (which you can 
begin in June or August next year) de- 
signed to let the Air Force judge you and 
you ju^ge the Air Force. Only after both 
are satisfied will you be enrolled in the 
program. You have nothing to lose— and 
everything to gain-by applying. 

As an Air Force KOTC cadet, will I re- 
ceive pay? For the Field Training Course, 
your pay will amount to approximately 
$120. During the school year, you'll be 
paid $40 a month, and you'll also get free 
uniforms. 

Is the 4-year Air Force EOTC course 
still available? Yes, many colleges and 
universities are continuing the 4-year pro- 
gram, which you might want to consider 
if you are thinking of transferring to (and 
spending 4 years at) such a school. Stu- 
dents in the 4-year program may compete 
for the new Air Force ROTC Financial 
Assistance Grants, which pay the cost of 
tuition, books, fees, supplies, and equip- 
ment, plus $50 a month. 



What is the Air Force ROTC curricu- 
lum like? It's been thoroughly revamped. 
You won't find pat answers and traditional 
ritualized solutions to problems. Students 
are taught to arrive at their own conclu- 
sions, and to test them against those of 
classmates. Symbolic of the change is 
the new title— Department of Aerospace 
Studies.

A good yearbook should be a complete pictorial 
record of the college year. The "Galleon," our col- 
lege yearbook, is now requestmg students to have 
their pictures taken at a $1.75 so they can appear 
on its pages. For this amount, the student gets seven 
photos., one 'for publication and six which can be 
given to classmates or relatives. 

Many students feel that they cannot or are not 
willing ' to pay this price. The student activity fee 
which students pay at the beginning of this semester 
is supposed to defray the cost of the yearbook. Now 
with this extra cost looking at them with a greedy 
eye, the students are begmning to wonder if it is 
worth it. 

If students decide not to pay this amount for an 
individual picture, the yearbook will be missing an 
integral section. If this should happen, the yearbook 
will only consist of club pictures, candid shots, ana 
advertising. 

There are a number of ways this picture problem 
can be solved. 

One method is now in the discussion stage. The 
school has considered the possibi ity of h'rmg a fuU- 
time photo technician when the Learning Resources 
Building is completed. With our own equipment and 
labor, the cost of pictures would be ^"ch tef . ^^f °; 
the p ctures could be taken during orientation nstead 
of registration, thereby eliminating one station ih 
that endless Line. 

Another solution might be to submit four photos 
with your application for admittance, instead of the 
usual two. Two for the files, one for the I.D. card 
and one for the yearbook.

Applications are now available 
for the Navy's twentieth annual 
NROTC qualification test, accord- 
ing to counselor, Mrs. Broyles. 
The nationwide examination will 
be given December 11, 1965, and 
all eligible male high school 
seniors and graduates may apply. 
On the basis of this test, per- 
sonal interviews, medical exami- 
nations, and other factors, over 
1,600 young men will qualify for 
NROTC units. These men will be 
given college educations as mid- 
shipmen in 53 well-known colleges 
and universities throughout the 
country. . 

Registrations for the test wil 
close November 19. Informational 
bulletins and applications are 
available from the Guidance 
Office or the nearest U.S. Navy 
or Marine Corps office. 

A successful candidate receives 
financial aid for four years of 
college. This includes tuition, 
books, uniforms, miscellaneous 
expenses, and $50.00 per month. 
After successfully completuig col- 
lege degree requirements and 
naval science training, NKUii- 
midshipmen become commis- 
sioned officers in the U.S. Navy 
or Marine Corps. 

During their training, regular 
NROTC midshipmen enjoy tliree 
summer cruises with various 
naval units. These cruises help 
them learn more about the vari- 
ety of interesting and challenging 
opportunities available to them as 
naval officers. 

Male citizens of the United 
States who will be over 17 but not 
yet 21 on June 30, 1966. and who 
are now high school semors or

Only after both 
are satisfied will you be enrolled in the 
program. You have nothing to lose-and 
everything to gain-by applying. 

As an Air Force ROTC cadet, will I re- 
ceive pay? For the Field Training Course, 
your pav will amount to approximately 
$120. During the school year, you'll be 
paid $40 a month, and youTI also get free 
uniforms. 

Is the 4-year Air Force ROTC course 
stm avaUable? Yes, many colleges and 
universities are continuing the 4-year pro- 
gram, which you might want to consider 
if you are thinking of transfernng to (and 
spending 4 years at) such a school. Stu- 
dents in the 4-year program may compete 
for the new Air Force ROTC Financial 
Assistance Grants, which pay the cost of 
tuition, books, fees, supplies, and equip- 
ment, plus 550 a month.

PBJC Represented By 
Own Washington Senator

Harry Dahl, a PBJC freshman, 
pitched the Forest Hill Falcons 
to the State Baseball finals three 
years in a row and then after his 
senior season, signed a $20,000 
professional contract with the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 

Dahl, two years older, married 
and a Washington Senator, was 
not a pitching star in his first two 
years in the minor leagues but 
one of tliousands of high-priced 
bonus babies now traveling the 
much-worn route of the minor- 
leaguer. 

The series of setbacks that first 
greeted Harry after his induction 
to pro-ball would have dented the 
confidence of even the best of 
competitors after a sensational 
high school career. 

The 6' 1", 200-pounder joined 
the St. Petersburg Saints of the 
Florida State League after his 
graduation from Forest Hill in the 
summer of 19G4. After the Dod- 
gers gave Dahl a month's rest, 
ho produced statistics average to 
his high school totals. 

For the Class A farm team, he 
compiled a 5-5 record compared 
to the three-season total of 3C-C 
for the Falcons. When he didn't 
pitch he played centerlield and 
first base and had a .233 batting 
average. This percentage is quite 
lower than the .373 average he 
had at Forest Hill, 

The Dodgers didn't think much 
of his performance either and 
sold his contract to the Washing- 
ton Senators for $8,000. 

At first glance it would appear 
that he was on his way to be 
tossed around from club to club 
and become a 'seasoned' minor 
leaguer, in laymans' terms — 
"travel the bushes." 

But the Senators didn't think so 
and gave Harry an invitation to 
their spring training camp in 
Pompano Beach this spring. 

Although he was sent to their 
Class A farm club in Geneva, 
New York, he received his first 
professional instruction from for- 
mer major-leaguer, Sid Hudson. 
Hudson, a former Boston Red Sox 
and Washington Senator, taught 
Dahl how to throw the change- 
up, slider and the knuckler. Prior

to this, he had been using the 
fast ball and curve all the time. 
"You can't get the opposition out 
with two pitches, they can sit 
back and wait for the fast one," 
said Dahl. 

In the New York-Pennsylvania 
farm team, Dahl was- a starter 
for the first half of the season 
and switched to the bullpen. 

He then proceeded to become 
the ace of the stafT the rest of 
the season. Winning 10 out of 19 
decisions and "saving" 25 games 
for third-place G e n e va , Dahl 
struck out 11!) men and walked 
33 in 170 innings pitched. 

Of his success Dahl says, "I 
had good coaching in high school 
and Hudson taught me how to 
mix up my pitches and throw 
off-speed stuff. In high school I 
relied mainly on my fast ball as 
my 'out' pitch but now my slider 
is my best pitch which I throw 
about 60 per cent of the time." 

Although Dahl learned variety 
in his pitching repertoire, he stuck 
with one pitch in his social life, 
"I do." Harry and the former 



ent, is the property of the

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USGA Tournament Like 
Sunday Golf Match 



Golfer Berghaus Tours 
Commonwealth With Pros

Every tournament day at a 
major championship of the United 
States Golf Association is like a 
Sunday afternoon game among 
ladies or gentlemen at the most 
elegant country club in town. 
That's the way it was at the 65th 
Women's Amateur Championship. 
This tournament has a spirit that 
can't be found at any other. 

Lakewood Country Club in Den- 
ver, Colorado was the scene of 
this year's event, and a stage 
director wouldn't have changed 
many of the props here. Weeping 
willow trees dragged their bran- 
ches in the edges of the water 
hazards and the mountains pro- 
vided a stately western boundary. 
Wet weather prior to the tourna- 
ment gave the layout the emerald 
lushness which makes it a plea- 
sure just to stride down the fair- 
ways, and as always, the 'USGA 
had given the course those final 
touches which enhanced its cham- 
pionship quaUties. 

The rough had been measured 
into its usual graduating heights, 
where a slightly off-line shot 
yielded only a thick lie, while a 
badly hooked or sliced ball 
buried in the outer tangles of 
grass, and a wedge was some- 
times the only escape weapon. 

Abundant trees and strategic 
sand traps caused extra brain 
work among Ihe players. No 
"rare back and bash it" tee shots 
here, as on some of the newer, 
wide open layouts. Each drive 
had to be positioned. A long, 
straight tee shot and finessed wed- 
ges, (I counted six holes where 
a wedge was most often the shot 
into the green), were the scoring 
stpjkes of the week. 

The greens were, of course, sur- 
rounded by that thick steel wool 
fringe that is a favorite of the 
USGA. It was a major cause of 
lost strokes. In fact it wasn't 
until the second day of qualifying 
that I learned how to play that 
shot, and on the way to the first 
tee at that! It seems the best way 
is a "blast shot," almost exactly 
like one out of a bunker. Barbara 
Romack gave me that tip and 
sure,enough the ball pops straight 
up, then grabs the putting Sur- 
face. 

The greens were the finest I've 
ever putted on, true— right to the 
white painted cups, and with a 
few rolls and breaks that made 
it interesting. 

The players themselves seemed 
to sense the dignity of the cham- 
pionship. Sixteen and seventeen 
year-olds who had whooped it up 
at the Girls Junior Championship 
at Hiwan, Colorado the week be- 
fore, became a little more sub- 
dued at Lakewood. There were 
still the jokes and "Play ya for a 
Pepsi!", but the voices were 
more demure, a bit softer. 

The gathering of America's 
finest lady golfers brought up 
some comparisons among the 
players. There were the eager 
young slammers such as long 
hitting, fun-loving Jan Ferrai-is 
from San Francisco; wise-crack- 
ing Peggy Conley, who's plenty 
serious about her golf game; 
Roberta Albers, a sweet swinger 
who wears sunglasses during all 
of her matches; C. J. Sorenson, 
a cute strawberry blonde with. a 
fine game; and Marsha Houghton, 
a little girl with a big golf swing. 
All of us (40% of the contestants 
were under 20) had yet to win a 
major women's championship 
and were anxious to get our golf 
games "groovy." 

There was a cuiTent crop of 



champions like Barbara Mclntire, 
Carol -So r ejis^on, Anne Quast 
Welts, Jean Ashley, Barbara Fay 
White, Tish Preuss and ■ Nancy 
Roth Syms, all Curtis Cuppers, 
all major contenders, and all 
great players. 

Veterans like Polly Riley, 
Betty Probasco, Alice Die and 
Helen Siegie Wilson were there 
too, anxious to uphold their re- 
putations as fine players and 
ready to win again. 

If the tournament rounds were 
like a Sunday afternoon game at 
the clubs, the practice rounds 
were like Saturday morning. The 
jolly spirit was still there begin- 
ning to be subdued a bit by the 
impending importance of the 
championship. Foursomes played 
each other "for .the clubhouse." 
The usual jokes and friendly 
needling were there. And as usual 
the spirit of amateur golf pre- 
vailed and girls who would find 
themselves opponents in the first 
round were patting each other on 
the back and saying, "Good 
luck!" 

Amateurs weren't the only fine 
players at Lakewood that week. 
Mary Mills, former U SGA 
Women's Open Champion and a 
rising young star herself; Bar- 
bai'a Romack, former Women's 
Amateur champ, three time Cur- 
tis Cupper and now, the president 
of the Ladies Professional Golf 
Association; and the great Patty 
Berg; all were there, gallerying 
and helping balky swings on the 
practice tee. 



The originator of this grand 
meeting of golf swings was the 
USGA, the greatest golf organiza- 
tion in the world. Its officials are 
ladies and gentlemen who are 
working for the game they love, 
making tough ruling decisions, 
preserving the amateur spirit of 
golf, and staging the world's 
most honored championships. 
The nobility of the Association, 
the executive committee and 
women's committee, headed by 
Clarence M. Benedict, Joseph C. 
Dey, Jr., and Mrs. Theodore W. 
Hawes, are responsible for the 
dignity of the tournament. The 
USGA ladies in their navy blue 
blazers and powder blue skirts, 
the tournament committee ladies 
in green shell tops and white 
skirts, and the USGA men in 
their official looking jackets, con- 
tributed to the stateliness of the 
week at Lakewood. 

Finally, on Monday, August 
23rd, we teed off in twosomes for 
the first qualifying round, after 
the announcement. "Miss Rhonda 
Glenn, Lake Worth, Florida, play 
away please." We hit somewhat 
shaky or mediocre or excellent 
drives off of that first tee, and 
strode away from, (and one to- 
ward), the Robert Cox Trophy, 
standing in all of its honor and 
exalted glory in the clubhouse. 

No commercialism here. No 
huge jackpots. No television 
towers. No straining, running 
crowds yelling, "Go Arnie Baby!" 
Just 88 girls playing golf, the 
■ polite clapping of the gallery, and 
"Play away, please."

Tom Morey, West Coast board builder, may have revolutionized 
the hot-dogging portion of surfing. He sponsored a contest strictly 
for the purpose of sustained nose-rides. 

This contest brought out the top nose-riders on the West Coast, 
who put up $50 each to compete for prizes totaling $1500. With such 
stakes, board manufacturers attempted to provide their riders, with 
special nose-riding boards. I-Iobie Alter outfitted Mickey Munoz and 
Corkey Carroll with a new shape. He's in the process of making this 
public. Munoz and Carroll won both divisions of the contest, "Regular 
Foot" and "Goofy Foot," respectively. Munoz had a 67 second nose- 
ride and Carroll pulled through with a 62.2 second crank. Mike 
Hynson, of Gordon and Smith surfboards, came close to winning, but 
took gas on his ride and fell short to Munoz by .09 seconds. 

All contestants were timed with a stopwatch and had to be 
standing in front of a band painted two feet from the nose of their 
boai-ds. This type of contest could initiate a new era of hot-dogging. 
Time will tell. 

However, these new boards may influence the industry to such: 
an extent that it could become ridiculous. A well-known manu- 
facturer, whose riders won the contest, feels that the board he pro- 
vided them with is something entirely new. It has a pig shape, 
parallel rails, and a concave nose. It isn't new at all. 

About five years ago. Dale Velzy, of Velzy "pop-out" fame, 
developed a board very similar to the one recently introduced. He 
rode the board himself, sold a few of them, and then turned his 
attention to something else. All his boards at this time were supposed 
to be for nose riding and were unfunctional for anything else. He 
called these boards a number of different terms. His hideous, gargan- 
tuan of a Hawaiian shaper named these boards the "7-11" the "Bump 
Board," and the "Banjo Board." All served the same purpose — 
nose riding — and failed to do much more. 

The main importance is that it also takes the rider to work out a 
good nose ride. The board has a lot to do with the performance, but 
what good would the board be without the rider? 

Holmesy Surfboards of Juno Beach is one of the few manu- 
facturers on the East Coast who uses isothalic resins in his building 
process. This resin is noted for its sti-ength and resistance against 
yellowing. He stated that he's having no trouble in glassing his boards, 
like other users have. 

Surfboards by Graham, as I reported last week, was working on 
a new shape. It's out but only to team members. They're trying it 
out to determine its capabilities and it's on stickwork. Graham feels 
that the shape is far more important to the performance of the boai'd 
than the buyer's stick design. If you're still stuck on curves, sticks 
and gaudy woodwork, don't visit Graham. He builds a board for 
function, beauty and performance. 



Circle K Collects Shoes

Minutes Furor 

At the last Senate meeting the 
Pacer Party worked with an 
effectiveness and decisiveness 
surprising to this columnist. 

Last week's meeting was the 
center of argument for this 
week's senate gathering. Contro- 
versy arose as to whether the 
former meeting should be de- 
clared a regular or special 
gathering. 

One of the bones of contention 
was the acceptance of minutes 
dated September 23. This was 
the meeting at which President 
Jenne walked out in protest of the 
senate's conducting business, 
which is forbidden unless posted 
previously to the meeting. 

Pacer Party didn't want the 
minutes accepted. President 
Jenne had personally contacted 
all but two of the senators and 
informed them that it was a spe- 
cial session. According to the 
minutes, the session was adjourn- 
ed for a lack of quorum, which is 
indicative of a regular session. 

Senator Bohren stated in an 
address to the chair that since 
the last meeting had not been 
posted 48 hours in advance, the 
entire minutes should be stricken. 

The chair voiced dissent and 
debate followed. This is where 
pre-planning and a knowledge of 
parliamentary procedure bene- 
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fitted the Pacer Party. Nan Stra- 
vino called for a move on the 
previous question. A division of 
the house, a hand count, and the 
motion to strike the minutes was 
passed void of .unnecessary argu- 
ment which could have only bene- 
fiited the minority, who wished 
the minutes to stand. 

Ken Jenne introduced several 
of his platform plans to the senate 
to be enacted in the future. Com- 
mittees were formed to contact 
entertainers for the Spring Frol- 
ics. A social committee was or- 
ganized to promote more SGA 
sponsored activities on campus. 
A special committee was set up 
to propose an alternate method 
of supplying music to the cafe- 
teria. The need of the committee 
was brought before the senate by 
Dean Atwell. The recent furor 
over Al Hirt's "The Silence" may 
necessitate senate legislation. 
Several alternatives were sug- 
gested, among them; the piping 
in of music by MUSAC or the use 
of a FM station in the cafeteria. 
However, the best proposal might 
be to have the senate periodically 
approve all records that go into 
the juke box from the American 
Music Company. Senators Joel 
Wadsworth and Barry Bozeman 
have formed a committee to in- 
vestigate the problem of the juke 
box. 



Air-Conditioning Problem Licked 
New Service To Be Initiated 



After several breakdowns and 
numerous delays in receiviflg 
parts and making repairs, it looks 
as though the air-conditioning 
problem in the library may be 
licked. 

Director of Services, Mr. James 
Baugher, stated that the main- 
tenance of these air-conditioning 
units is to be placed on a separ- 
ate service contract and thus re- 
moved from the county school 
maintenance division. 

Mr. Wiley Douglass, head lib- 
rarian, has been especially con- 
cerned because it has been neces- 
sary to leave doors and windows 
open. 

He further states that the build- 
ing was constructed with air- 
conditioning in mind and there- 
fore no proper cooling system 
could be achieved satisfactorily 
without cooling units. 

Another concern of Mr. Doug- 
lass has been the necessity to call 
exterminators twice to eradicate 
the rats and other rodents that 
tiave been a threat to books and 
periodicals. 

Mr. Baugher felt that, although 
the malfunction was somewhat of 
an inconvenience to students he 
stated, that several years ago 
students were required to study 



in libraries without air-condition- 
ing. 

The director of services assured 
the BEACHCOMBER that every 
eilort is being made to repair the 
units as quickly as possible. How- 
ever, the delays were not the 
fault of PBJC officials.

Automated Student Scheduling — 
Will It Work, Is It Wanted?

Is automatic scheduling feas- 
ible for the PBJC registration? 
This is the first of a series of 
articles devoted to answering that 
question. 

During the 1964 year this 
campus was involved in a con- 
troversy concerning computer 
scheduling, as was witnessed by 
editorials in the Beachcomber. 
However, the tremendous scope 
of knowledge that was needed to 
initiate such a program was not 
given to the students. This un- 
biased reporter will try handling 
such questions as, what are the 
limitations of the computer itself? 
What advantages and disadvan- 
tages ai-e incurred by the student 
under the system? What are 
other campuses doing with auto- 
matic scheduling? How will the 
final scheduling be done? Ans- 
wers to the questions will prove 
whether PBJC is ready for such 
a program. 

Uppermost m this reporter's 
thoughts will be the junior college 
philosophy of individual educa- 
tion for this is the junior college 
goal. 

An introduction to the com- 
puter is necessary. The most 
basic definition would be "an 
automatic adduig machine." The 
digital computer might simply be 
compared to the abacus which 
works on a numerical system, 
while the slide rule, which works 
on a concept of length, would 
illustrate the analog computer. 

The working concept of the 
computer is simple. The com- 
puter receives the input, reads it 
through a series of switches 
which are further converted into 
electrical energy and transfers it 
then into a binarj- system. The 
binan' system is the computer's 
mathematics. The control is 
worked out through "and," "or" 
and "not" circuitrv-, then the in- 
formation is gathered and fed 
back to the output. 



Today's complex computers 
might be called an outgrowth of 
Pascal's calculator, a mechan- 
ism which used geared teeth to 
represent numbers. 

However, the first self-con- 
tained mechanism similar to the 
present day computer was made 
in 1850 by Charles Babbage. It 
did not work and came to be 
known as "Babbage's Folly." 
Some of the techniques, however, 
were so advanced that they are 
Just coming into use today, while 
many have been used as a basis 
of computing such as Babbage's 
punch card techniques. 

In today's CMnputers there are 
two common types of inputs: the 
card mput and the tape input. 
The card input is most familiar 
to the public, for phone and elect- 
rical bills are presently punched 
on these cards. Tape input can 
t>e paper tape or magnetic tape. 
such as on a tape recorder. 

The arithmetic unit in the com- 
puter receives the impulse and 
changes it into the binary system 
so that the configuration 0101 will 
stand for five in base ten. The 
reason for the binary- system 
could be explained thusly: the 
code is transmitted through a 
series of switches. If in a binar>' 
code, electrical current or the 
lack of it represents unlimited 
syriibois. 

Control is done through a pro- 
gram which consists of a series 
of minute instrtictions placed into 
memory by the operator. .All 
operations in the computw must 
be in the program. The one in- 
struction that gives the iUusion 
that the computer "thinks" is the 
conditional instruction. This in- 
sruetioc tells the computer to test 
for the outcome and determine 
which direction he computer will 
take -through memory. This in- 
struction could be paralleled with 
a road naap. with the switches m 
memory representing the roads 
one could take, while the final 



outcome would be the destina- 
tion. -As long as a process is put 
in logical, minute steps, the com- 
puter can "justify" it. .As ooe 
can see. the possibilities are un- 
limited. 

The greatest advantages to the 
computer are the speed at which 
it can operate arxd the numbei- d 
facts it can store. 

The following example was 
given to this reporter: The com- 
puter can remember one thous- 
and times faster than the human 
can blink his ej-e, or at one- 
millionth of a second Recently. 
this time has increased so quick- 
ly, it created a need for a new 
measuremetit in time, the nano- 
second, -■i nanosecond is one- 
thousandth of one-millionih of a 
second. The newer computers can 
remember in 200 ronoseconds. 

Facts are stored in memory. 
Magnetic ewes are charged pi«i- 
lively or negatively to coincide 
with the binar>- system. The 
memory core t« PBJC 1620 IBM 
computer can store 20.aoO digits. 
while a small disk file can store 
two million, aad the ne»- RC.A- 
mi disk file can store eighty-eigfat 
million facts, 

PBJC's computer is the 1630

Here 
Johnson attended an English high 
school, taking such courses as 
chemistry, physics, biology, ma- 
thematics, and literature.

"East is East, and West is 
West," wrote Kipling, and many 
are the differences between them. 
Johnson found that coming to 
the United States involved many 
adjustments. For instance, his 
diet m Hong Kong consisted of 
rice, fish, pork, chicken, and 
vegetables, and all were eaten 
with chopsticks. Here in Amer- 
ica, such foods as steak, potatoes, 
bread, and soup require the skill- 
ful use of fork, spoon and knife. 

Another problem, although a 
surprismgly minor one, for him, 
is that of language. Life in Hong 
Kong required the use of such 
Chinese dialects as Cantonese, 
Shanghaiese, and Mandarin, all 
of which Johnson can speak. But, 
as a result of his taking six years 
of English in school, he has an 
excellent command of it, and 
speaks with far less accent than 
might be expected of one who has 
been in the country for less than 
a month. 

Why did Johnson come to the 
United States? "Because I feel 
that I can best get an education 
in the States," he said, "and be- 
cause I wanted to see the coun- 
try." 

As for his future, Johnson says, 
"I plan to finish five years of col- 
lege in the States, and then gain 
some practical experience in 
architecture, my major, before I 
return to Hong Kong."

Loans Available To Students 
From First Marine Bank 



Student Government Associa- 
tion President Ken Jenne has an- 
nounced his appointments to cabi- 
net and judicial positions for the 
coming year. 

Carol Allen, a member of K- 
Ettes and president of the For- 
eign Language Club, has been 
named Secretary of Special 
Events. She, will supervise the 
coordination and organization of 
PBJC's annual Spring Frolics. 

George Nevin, a member of the 
Beachcomber staff, has been ap- 
pointed to the position of Secre- 
tary of Public Relations for the 
SGA. 

In an attempt to coordinate 



judicial procedures, President 
Jenne has combined the duties 
of Judicial Board members and 
Traffic Appeal Board members.

The First Marine Bank of 
Riviera Beach has agreed to 
make low-cost loans available to 
■students of Palm Beach Junior 
College tlirough United Student 
Aid Funds, Inc., Dr. Harold C. 
Manor, president of the college, 
^aid Tuesday. 

"First Marine is the first bank 
in the county to inform the col- 
lege that it is ready to take part 
in the USA Funds Program," Dr. 
Manor said. 

The college last week announc- 
ed it had deposited $1,000 with 
the USAF Funds to initiate agree- 
ments which resulted in a guar- 
antee in repayment of $25,000 in 
the student loans at sbc per cent 
simple interest, with payments 
deferred until five months after 
the student is graduated. 

Don A y r e s, executive vice 
president of the First Marine 
Bank, said the bank's interest in 
the plan was "to serve the com- 
munity." 



The $1,000 from PBJC which 
began the local plan was matched 
by $1,000 from USA Funds to 
obtain sufficient funds to secui-e 
loans of $25,000, Dr. Manor said. 
Repayment rates on these loans 
have been very high, and interest 
from investment usually is suffi- 
cient to cover losses from $12,500 
m loans for every $1,100 invested. 
"This is an outstanding ex- 
ample of the free enterprise sys- 
tem at work," Dr. Manor said. 
"Additional amounts may be de- 
posited with USAF Funds, and 
each dollar so deposited will 
make $12.50 available, through 
banks like First Marine, to our 
students." 

Other banks in the community 
are invited to participate in the 
plan, Dr. Manor said. He also 
said that the college could accept 
contributions from individuals or 
organizations who wish to add to 
the amount on deposit with USAF 
Funds to increase the total loans 



on Wednesday, October 13, in the 
SAC Lounge. Approximately 25 
interested persons turned out with 
a wide array of instruments and 
songs.

Livuig away from home can be 
a strange and educational experi- 
ence when you're a JC co-ed re- 
siding in the College Dorms. 

Dorm life to the gurls housed 
there has, in most cases, mtro- 
duced the responsibilities of cook- 
ing, budgeting, cleaning, and self- 
restriction involved with living on 
one's own. 

Suzie and Joie Ruth, freshman 
residents of the dorms, find the 
new life "Great." Buying and 
preparuig food seems lo be theu: 
main concern. "We usually buy 
more food than anythmg else," 
commented Suzie Ruth. 

Each semi-apartment consists 
of two beds, two desks, and ad- 
joining bathroom and kitchen 
which are shared with the ad- 
joinmg apartment. The rooms 
are carpeted and fully air-condi- 
tioned. The kitchens are equipped 
with two-or-four burner stoves 
and, in the two main dorms, port- 
able ovens. 

The care and upkeep of these 
apartments are entirely up to 
the girls themselves, as there is 
no policing of quarters. The dif- 
ference between a neat, attract- 
ive room and a cluttered un- 
kempt mess, depends upon indi- 
vidual attitudes. Although, the 
girls have been known to jog a 
drowsy roommate into making 
her bed rather than catch tliose 
extra forty winks, all for the sake 
of cleanliness. 



"Peaceful co-existence" might 
also be an essential for happy 
dorm life. As the choice of room- 
mates is left entu-ely to the stu- 
dents themselves, it would appear 
that the girls would be the best 
of friends. However, being friends 
and living as roommates can 
sometimes prove to be completely 
apart as little arguments arise. 

These arguments are easily 
smoothed over, though. After all, 
how can roommates expect to 
master the problem of co-exist- 
ence when the whole world is 
stumped on just that subject? 

Social life in the girl's dorms 
goes on much the same as most 
any college campus. The signi- 
ficant feature of the dorms is a 
small sign that states clearly, 
"Upper Level, No Boys Allowed."

This prob- 
lem will be remedied, however, 
by the addition of a student cen- 
ter and an olympic-sized swim- 
ming pool, which are slated for 
the future. 

The College Dorms are run en- 
tu-ely on a private basis. Al- 
though they have no direct con- 
nection with PBJC, they do con- 
tinue with most of the campus 
rules for students. Resident, 
Melody Seelmger, a freshman, 
remarked, "The College Dorms 
are of great importance to the 
area. They provide the housing 
necessary for these students who 
travel a long way to attend 
PBJC." 

Self-restriction, such as turning 
in at an early hour for studying, 
is another important facet of 
dorm life. Because there are no 
curfews at the dorms, students 
ai-e tempted to forget the books 
and enjoy the social life.

Coaches are putting their future coaching iobs on the line 
when they tal<e on Palm Beach Junior College athletic teams, 
initiated for the first time this year. 

These coaches are coming to a school, which Is takingits 
first big jump into athletics. They start from scratch, getting 
no help from scholarships or grant-in-aids, little things which 
help to draw top material to a school. Their only hope is that 
the students will turn out and give their whole support to 
the team. 

Jim Tanner, basketball coach, will be the first to step up 
to the firing line when our Pacer basketball team dons their 
uniforms for the first game in Orlando. 

Last Friday, all boys who were interested in playing for 
the PBJC basketball team were to report to the gym. It ap- 
peared that some people do not know where our gym is 
located or there is a definite lack of interest on the campus. 

Only about 20 boys have either notified Coach Tanner or 
showed up for the meeting. There was not exactly a problem 
of enough elbow room in the gym last Friday. 

PBJC went for years without an intercollegiate program. 
The students showed their desire for such a program by passing 
petitions and taking polls to get the feelings felt on campus. 
Without this approval by the student body we would have 
never even thought of initiating intercollegiates at Palm Beach 
Junior College. 

Now that it is here, it is once again left up to the students 
to make sure it works. 

Last year's baseball team was composed of only four sub- 
stitutes at the end of the season. You can hardly expect a 
team to take away top honors with this kind of turnout. The 
team compiled a five win, eight loss record under ex-coach 
Robert Case. 

If this kind of action prevails through all of our sports, it 
will be a long year for PBJC on the athletic fields. This is 
hardly fair to the men who do the brainwork in making a team 
worthy of the respect of the students. 

The coaches have taken on a big responsibility. Let's not 
let them down with a 'what the H— ' attitude. The PBJC athletic 
program is not a rinky dink affair and no student on campus 
should feel it is going to turn out that way. 

Campus March Rumored 

It has been rumored that several students are going to 
march on campus protesting the U.S. policy in Viet Nam. This 
would be a grevous mistake on the part of those students. 

College demonstrations presently do not connotate favor- 
ably, even though the cause in the marcher's mind may be a 
good one. Mismanagement of demonstrations which might 
have served a good purpose in California would carry over 
and cast shadows on any demonstration here. 

Besides the shadows cast on the school with a demonstra- 
tion the students might be unfairly handled in the press and 
other means of communication. Many times weli-meaning 
people have been branded Communists, perverts and radicals 
for demonstrating for a cause when a majority of the public 
was opposed to their views. 

In this case nearly 90% of the public are in favor of U.S. 
intervention, an overwhelming majority. From a political stand- 
point it would be disastrous to handle Viet Nam policy ad- 
versely. 

Our position in Asia is vital, and we have gained an in- 
creasing amount of support from non-Asian countries condon- 
ing our position there. 

As the issue stands, it would be far more beneficial to those 
involved to organize in a different manner, such as through a 
paper. Marching on campus is a move which could only create 
more animosity towards a cause which, for political, military, 
and foreign thought, will already be difficult to obtain.

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Adventure -Seeking PBJC Students 
Take Advantage Of Water Ski Class

Every Thursday afternoon, 
while most Palm Beach Junior 
College students are attending 
classes on campus, a certain 
group of students, clad in bathing 
suits, drive from the parking lot 
to Lake Osborne, one-half mile 
away. Here they spend two cool 
hours in the water and on the 
beach. But they aren't playing 
hooky from class, Instead, they 
are taking part In one of the most 
unusual courses offered at PBJC: 
water skiing. 

Water skiing is the fastest 
growing sport in the United 
States, partly because it is great 
fun, and partly because it is 
relatively easy to learn. But it 
is this very easiness of learning 
that maltes people think that they 
can teach themselves to ski ex- 
pertly. In reality, expert skiing, 
as any sport, requires expert in- 
struction. Many self-taught skiers 
are practicing the wrong way 
because tliey liave had no formal 
instruction. 

It was because of this increas- 
ing popularity, and because there 
is an excellent water skiing lake 
so close to campus, that PBJC 
decided to include skiing in this 
year's curriculum. Actually the 
college had to look no further 
than Hobby's Ski School, a scant 
half-mile from campus, to find all 



the equipment and services it 
needed to offer the course. Robby 
Shirley, owner of the school, 
agi-eed to act as technical ad- 
visor to the course. 

Mr. Roy Bell, physical educa- 
tion instructor here at PBJC, is 
teacher of the course. "Our pur- 
pose," he said recently, "is to 
teach students to water ski safely. 
And we stress the fact that, al- 
though safety in the boat and on 
skis is one of the main points of 
the course, this safety adds to, 
rather than detracts from, the 
enjoyment of skiing." 

Safety is indeed a main point 
of the coiu-se. Water and boat 
safety are taught to students be- 
fore they ever go into the water. 
All skiers wear life belts while 
on skis. One student is appointed 
beachmaster each time the class 
meets, and is responsible for 
making sui-e that all students are 
accounted for at all times. 

"About half of our students 
come to us with no knowledge 
of skiing at all," continued Mr. 
Bell. "However, far from being 
a disadvantage, we consider this 
a distinct advantage. The novice 
will have no wrong notions about 
skiing, while the self-taught ex- 
pert will have to make an effort 
to unlearn all his wrong hiforma- 
tion."

If most students come to the 
course knowing little about ski- 
ing, they leave with a thorough 
knowledge of safe skiing prac- 
tices. Included in the instruction 
are regular skiing, slalom skiing, 
and boat handling. 

The moment of truth for these 
students comes when test time 
arrives. Then they are called 
upon to demonstrate what they 
have learned in class: shallow 
water starts, crossing both boat 
wakes and returning, coasting to 
a stop without falling, deep water 
starts, and using h^nd and audio 
signals. By the use of these sig- 
nals, the skier can communicate 
freely with the towbqat. 

However, Mr. Bell is quick to 
point out, "This is neither a fun 
course or an experiment. We 
have two classes this semester, 
and will have three next semes- 
ter. We hope to teach students 
skiing safety, techniques, and 
methods — all the skills, in fact, 
they will need to go out on week- 
ends and have a good time 
skiing."

we always have a supply on 
hand. 

In the last two years over 160 
pints of blood have been donated 
by the students and faculty of 
PBJC. Tliey are shooting for 100 
hundred pints this year. 

This drive is in cooperation 
with the Palm Beach County 
Blood Bank. The Junior College 
Account is one of the more suc- 
cessful in the county, having been 
in operatioa for the past 11 years. 
Donations of over 900 pints of 
blood have been made to stu- 
dents and their families, and 
teachers and their families.

One of the most admired Eng- 
lish poets a hundred years ago 
was a learned, brilliant and neu- 
rotic invalid, Elizabeth Barrett 
Browinng. Today she is not 
read as frequently as in the 
past, although the love poems 
she wrote duiing her secret en- 
gagement to Robert Browning, 
"Sonnets from the Portuguese," 
still retain their beauty for those 
who take the trouble to find them. 

But, though infrequently read, 
EHzabeth Bai-rett Browning is 
stUl a famous poet in our own 
time, largely because of the play 
that was written about her ro- 
mance preceding her marriage to 
Robert Browning. This play, 
called "The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street," is being presented by the 
PBJC Players beginning Nov. 4, 
1965. 

The late Hugh Walpole first had 
the notion that arrested play 
could be made about the strange 
courtship of Elizabeth by Robert 
Browning, and he handed this 
idea over to an English play-

wright named Rudolf Besier. in 
effect he handed Besier a great 
fortune. For the play Besier 
wrote, though it was most reluct- 
antly accepted for production, be- 
came one of the greatest stage 
hits of our time. In our country 
it was particularly famous for 
having been a vehicle for Kath- 
erine Cornell in four of her most 
notable tours. It is estimated that 
Miss Cornell appeared in the play 
over 1,000 times. 

Not only did Besier make his 
fortune from this play, and Miss 
Cornell have her greatest role in 
it, but audiences have been ex- 
hilarated by it ever since the play 
was first produced in 1930. This 
play rescued Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning from obscurity. If 
there had been no play about her, 
she would probably be as forgot- 
ten today as her peer, Christina 
Rossetti. 

Elizabeth Barrett was the old- 
est of 12 children. Her father had 
married a woman of 26 when he 
was only 19, He ruled them with 



absolute authority. After his 
wife's death he arbitrarily de- 
creed that none of his children 
should marry. 

The courtship of the Brownings, 
which is the main concern of the 
"The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street," is one of the world's 
GREATEST love stories. 

JC Enrollment 
Increases 19% 

Enrollment at PBJC for the 
1965 Fall Term is up l%% over 
last year according to an enroll- 
ment report released this week 
by Miss Edna Wilson, Adminis- 
trative Assistant The report 
showed an enrollment of 4,514 
college credit students, an in- 
crease of 891 students over last 
year. 

The class breakdown shows 
2,867 Freshmen and 1,127 Sopho- 
mores. These totals include both 
full time and part time students. 



Computer On Campus 
Could Schedule 
Thousand Classes 



Although theoretically, the 
number program for automatic 
scheduling is unlimited, the num- 
ber of positions used in memory 
and therefore the capacity of the 
memory itself would deterniine 
how large a program can be inti- 
ated. 

Presently, PBJC's IBM 1620 has 
a 20K memory, or it can remem- 
ber 20,000 digits. It is estimated 
with the present equipment 1,000 
sections of classes could be auto- 
matically scheduled. 

Those working on the program 
now are fairly sure that a trnie 
variable will be included in the 
program, with the students mark- 
ing on time computer cards those 
periods in which they do not want 
to have classes. 

The card is divided mto five 
days wit'h each period allocated 
a "bubble," or an oval-shaped 
space to mark with a mark-sens- 
ing pencil. 

There will be a subject card 
with each subject identified by a 
four digit number. Checks could 
be made on the subject card 
through the fourth digit in the 
course number. 

A number has been placed m 
memory which, in case the stu- 
dent has miscopied the first three 
digits of the course, would not 
compute to the fourth digit, and a 
conflict would result. 

The time it takes to process 
these cards is determined by the 
speed of the machine and the 
amount of conflicts which arise. 
In the case of the "time cards" 
the 514 reproduction punch, which 
PBJC presently has to change the 
lead marks to punch holes, will 
handle 100 cards a minute. How- 
ever, since the 514 can only pro- 
cess 10 punches at one time, more 
than one run, actually three, is 
needed to cover the 45 penods m 
a school week. 

In the case of the subject cards, 
the IBM 1620 processes, checkmg 
for obvious mistakes, 250 cards 
per minute. 

When this reporter mentioned 
to those formulating the program, 
a part of the program which 
would give the students a choice 
of teachers, the attitude was

rather negative. The reasons 
given were that the additional 
cards which would be needed 
would take too much time in pro- 
cessing due to the speed limita- 
tions of the machine, and that the 
additional program needed would 
fill the 1620's 20,000 digit capacity 
and therefore would make it ex- 
tremely difficult to install. 

To overcome the inadequacy of 
the present memory a disk file 
could be purchased with the help 
of the newly acquired grant. This 
would probably become a neces- 
sity in the future when more stu- 
dents attend PBJC, and the 
course offerings and the expanded 
course programs become more 
numerous. 

If the teacher-preference van- 
able is installed, the junior col- 
lege philosophy would be more 
upheld. At a major university, 
with a large number of students, 
such a variable as teacher choice 
would not be necessary in the 
program, since individual atten- 
tion of a student is uncommon. A 
university professor has too many 
students to justify spending any 
time with one. 

It might be remembered that 
Western Illinois University has 
twice the students that PBJC has, 
and its automatic scheduling sys- 
tem has a teacher-preference pro- 
gram. 

However, at a junior college a 
student can reasonably expect 
some help from his teacher. _ If 
this is true, personality conflicts 
between students and teacher are 
of more concern to the adminis- 
tration, students, and . faculty, 
and a student should not be re- 
quired to take a course with a 
computer selected teacher, if he 
feels it would hurt his grade. 

If those who are formulating 
the program for PBJC can see 
the necessity of some students 
workuig outside of college or par- 
ticipating in other activities, 
therefore bringing about the time 
variable, why can they not also 
see the need for a teacher-choice 
variable?

Speech Rules Announced 




PBJC is holding an Intramural 
Speech Tournament open to all 
regular enrolled students, on Oct- 
oljer 25, 26, 27, and 28, in the 
auditorium. Monday, Tuesday, 
and Wednesday the contest will 
start at 2; 30, and end at 3:30 in 
the auditorium, while Thursday's 
contest will begin at 11:00, and 
end at 12:00. 

Directed and judged by Mr. 
Watson B. Duncan and Mr. Josh 
Crane, the contest will contain 
four divisions: Oral interpreta- 
tion, persuasive speaking,, enter- 
taining speakmg, and extempor- 
aneous speaking. The tournament 
is being sponsored by the Debat- 
ing Team, Phi Rho Pi and the 
Communications Depa r t m e n t. 
Students may enter any of the 
four contests each day. Addi- 
tional time will be set If neces- 
sary. 

The two top winners in each 
contest will compete in the State 
JC Speech Tournament represent- 
ing PBJC on November 19 and 
20. Certificates will be awarded 
for the top two and honorary 
mentioned. 

The rules in the contest are: 

1. Selections may be prose, 
poetry, or drama and must have 
literary merit. The reading must 
not appear to be memorized. The 
interpreter should give the audi- 
ence a sense of communicating 
from the printed page or manu- 
script. Complete memorization, 
as indicated by absolutely no re- 
ference to the manuscript, will 
disquahfy the contestant. 

2. The oral interpretation con- 
test entries are limited from 8 to 
10 minutes, including the intro- 
duction and any transition ma- 
terial. 

3. The reader should give an 
introduction to the selection(s), 
during which time no notes should 



be used. The purpose of this 
should be to stimulate the interest 
of the audience in what is to 
follow, to "set the scene," and/ 
or to reflect an adequate under- 
standing—on the part of the In- 
terpreter — of the author and 
his work. Transition material 
may be added, if necessary, and 
should be delivered without notes. 

4. This is a contest in oral in- 
terpretation, not solo acting. The 
presentation's chief -medium is 
vocal, not visual. The reader 
should serve as a medium of ex- 
change to the author's ideas and 
emotions. "Gestures, movement, 
and even facial expression must 
be restrained in order that the 
voice becomes paramount in the 
presentation. 

5. The contestant will be 
judged on his ability to interpret 
the material correctly and con- 
sistently as weU as on how well 
he recreates the material intel- 
lectually and emotionally for the 
audience. 

The Persuasive Speaking Contest 

1. Subject matter should con- 
cern taking a definite stand on a 
controversial issue of either 
state, national, on international 
scope. The approach of the 
speech should be serious in tone, 
logical and du-ectional in reason- 
ing. Subjects concerning the Na- 
tional Debate Topic are not ac- 
ceptable. (National Debate Topic: 
Resolved: That the law enforce- 
ment agencies in the United 
States should be given greater 
freedom m the investigation and 
prosecution of crime.) 

2, Visual aids may be used but 
should be actual aids to audi- 
ence's understanding of the 
speech. Quoted material may be 
used, but must be clearly stated 
as such. Speeches that are too 
obviously memorized probably 



will be penalized because of a too 
patterned vocal presentation. 
Notes may be used but judges 
will penalize for the poor use of 
notes. 

3. The speaker must identify 
the audience to which he is speak- 
ing, before he begins. It may be 
the actual audience before him, a 
local union, the United States 
Congress, the League of Women 
Voter's, or what have you. 

4. Tlie time limit for each 
speech is no more than 8, no less 
than 6 minutes. 

5. The basic purpose of the 
persuasive speech should be to 
build belief or to change belief 
and/or to release this belief into 
overt action. The speaker may 
seek to introduce new directions 
to previously lield attitudes, bia- 
ses, and to alter these attitudes 
toward the speaker's pui'pose. He 
may also attempt to re-enforce 
bias as a legitimate form of per- 
suasion. 

B. Judges will evaluate the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) First and foremost, not- 
withstanding the judge's person- 
al bias, WAS THE SPEECH 
PERSUASIVE? Did it truly build 
change or actuate some belief? 

(2) Was the speech well organ- 
ized? Did it have a clear central 
idea sentence? Were the main 
points clear? Did they follow a 
logical progression of ideas? Was 
the speech effectively introduced 
and concluded? 

Was his supporting material 
well chosen and convincing? Did 
he attempt to adjust his materials 
and approach to the audience? 

(4) Vocally, was the speaker's 
presentation effective? 

(5) Was the speaker's physical 
presentation effective? 

(6) Did the student establish 
and maintain rapport or a sense 



of direct communication with his 
audience? 

The Entertaining Speaking 
Contest 

1. Subject matter is unlimited, 
but should have a theme that is 
hiunorous and appropriate for an 
audience of students and faculty 
members. OriginaUty is impor- 
tant. 

2. Tlie time limit for each 
speech is 4 to 7 minutes. 

3. Notes may be used although 
judges will penalize speakers who 
too obviously depend on notes. 

4. Judges will consider the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) Choice of the subject and 
speech materials. (Appropriate- 
ness, originality, consistency, 
good use of the supporting ma- 
terials.) 

(2) Organization. (Effective in- 
troduction and conclusion, clear 
central idea, logical progression 
of ideas, smooth transitions.) 

(3) Delivery. (Creation of an 
out-going, genial atniiosphere, 
effective vocal and physical pre- 
sentations, poise.) 

(4) Was his physical presenta- 
tion effective? 

(5) Did he establish and main- 
tain a sense of direct communi- 
cation or rapport with his audi- 
ence? 

(G) Was his general purpose 
clear? Did all of his speech work 
toward this purpose? 

Extemporaneous Speaking 
Contest 

1. The subject matter will con- 
cern current foreign and domestic 
problems. The tone of the speech 
should be generally serious. 

2. All speakers will report to 
the auditorium and wiU draw for 
order of speaking. The first to 
speak will draw three topics, 
choose one and have fifteen 



minutes to prepare his speech. 
He may use the college library 
during this time if he wishes or 
go to a vacant room to work on 
liis speech. He must be back in 
115 minutes ready to speak. Five 
mmutes after the first speaker 
has drawn his topic, the second 
will draw three topics, select one 
and have fifteen minutes in which 
to prepare. This procedure will 
be followed with the remaining 
speakers until all have drawn, 
had 15 minutes to prepare, and 
have spoken. • 

3. Notes may be used although 
the judges will penalize for poor 
use of notes. 

4. Quoted material may be 
used, but it must be clearly 
stated as such. Students are per- 
mitted to bring any current 
magazine or material with them 
if they wish to use them in the 
preparation of their speeches. As 
indicated above, contestants are 
free to use the library although 
they may not check material out 
of the library. 

5. The time limit on this speech 
is no less than three and no more 
than five minutes. Students will 
be penalized who are under or 
over this limit. 

5. Judges will evaluate speech- 
es on the following criteria: 

(1) Was the speech well or- 
ganized? Did it have a clear 
central idea sentence? Were the 
main points clear? Did they fol- 
low a logical order? Was the 
speech introduction and conclu- 
sion effective? 

(2) Did the speaker employ ef- 
fective language and speech 
style? Was the approach worthy 
of his efforts? Was liis supporting 
materials chosen for interest and 
appropriateness? 

(3) Was the speaker's vocal 
presentation effective?

Every Tuesday and Thursday 
nights, and all day Saturdays, the 
usually quiet auditorium Is trans- 
formed into a small factory. In 
the middle of the stage a group 
begins to build a platform; there, 
on one side, a group of hidustri- 
ous workers paint canvas that 
eventually will be part of a wall; 
way over there three 'would-be 
carpenters' dUigently saw, sand, 
and turn pieces of wood into all 
types of furniture; in a far cor- 
ner, several girls sew carefuUy, 
surrounded by colorful costumes. 
These students are the unsung 
heroes of PBJC's world of drama. 
Under the supervision of Mr. 
Frank Coggin, they build furni- 
ture scenery, and props. Sound 
effects and hghting problems are 
solved with outstanding efficiency 
by these hard-working people, the 
kind of people who like to be 
where the action is. Sometimes, 
there is too much action, but 
they never complain. They know- 
that the success or faUure of a 
play often depends upon the qual- 
ity of the scenery, lighting, cos- 
tumes, and publicity; and they do 
their best to improve this quality 
to the finest degree. 

The stage crew at PBJC is com- 
posed of several crew heads, and 



their respective staffs. Ralph Col- 
lins, Stage Manager and Master 
Carpenter, directs the building of 
scenery and furniture. The set 
used for THE BARRETTS OF 
WIMPOLE STREET wiU be the 
first box set to be used at PBJC 
(This even includes a ceiltag as 
part of the set). 

Chris Bush is head of the paint- 
ing crew, who is in charge of 
blending the colors together, and 
then painting the entire set. The 
designing and making of cos- 
tumes is headed by Cyn Cody. 
Bob HoUy directs the lighting ef- 
fects. Lightuig supervisor Rich- 
ard Henry is also in charge of the 
box office, the only place where 
tickets for the performance can 
be bought. 

Heads of the props crew are 
George Randolph and Pattie 
Leahy. The props crew collects 
and assembles all props. 



Judy Witkowski and Diane Bis- 
choff head the make-up crew, 
while Toni Asfoury directs the 
publicity, arranges announce- 
ments for radio, TV, and news- 
papers, and constructs posters. 

There are three factors which 
could determine the success of a 
play. These factors are: The 
quality of the written play; the 
talent of the cast and their ability 
to portray the particular charac- 
ers in which they are cast; and 
last, but not least, the quality 
and dedication of the stage crew. 

THE B.ARRETTS OF WIM- 
POLE STREET is a play with 
quality, a fitting cast, 'including 
"Flush," the cocker spaniel', 
and. having seen the industrj' of 
the stage crew members, we are 
certain that THE BARRETTS OF 
WIMPOLE STREET wUl be one 
of the most successful plays ever 
to be presented at PBJC.

Students' now attending PBJC 
who plan to attend the 1965-66 
Winter Term must report to their 
assigned counselors between now 
and December a for a counseling 
appointment. No student will be 
permitted to register until he has 
been counseled. The earlier a 
student is counseled, the earlier 
he will be permitted to register. 
Counseling slips will be turned in 
daily by counselors and the ap- 
pointment schedule will be posted 
before the end of this term. 

Students who are on academic 
probation will not be counseled 
tor more than 11 hours.

Quoting from "Action - React- 
ion's" constitution: (Action - Re- 
action) shall be the means of ex- 
pressing their questions, ideas 
and opinions on every phase of 
college life and life in genei'al. 

"In addition, it shall be a 
means of receiving answers to 
questions, counter ideas and opin- 
ions from the faculty, administra- 
tion and other students ... no 
libel, profanity or personal at- 
tacks of an unjustified nature ..." 

The first issue of A-R could not 
be called forceful, in fact it could 
be classified wishy-washy. How- 
ever, problems did exist which 
were difficult to overcome. Last 
year's A-R achieved a reputation 
which is not beneficial to this 
year's publication. Libelous, un- 
f actual, as well as poorly written, 
articles in the 1964 editions 
caused much criticism from the 
administration, faculty, and stu- 
dents. Tliis is exemplified this 
year by the fact that A-R had 
many problems in obtaining a 
faculty advisor. 

Mr. Freedman, social science 
instructor and advisor to A-R, has 
a difficult job ahead of him. He 
must first, better the reputation 
of A-R on campus and second, 
not be so censorial as to cause a 
halt to the presently limited res- 
ponses Ihey may get. The first 
issue is an example of a publica- 
tion which belies its name. There 
was no action, much less react- 
ion, in the first issue. Many 
articles written were vetoed by 
the advisors for poor quality, con- 
tent, or perhaps libelous material. 

This reporter has been inform- 
ed that the Admmistration has 
ordered a crack-down on anti- 
administration articles, or the 
threat that the publication would 
be disbanded. 

This seems improbable. The 
Administration appreciates criti- 
cism if it is thoroughly research- 
ed and properly presented, 

There are too many reasons 
which should support this. First, 
the SGA, with the consent of the 
administrative presidential office, 
approved the budget allocations 
for A-R. Before approval was 
made, the Constitution of A-B 
was read. The constitution as 
quoted in the first few paragraphs 
of this column states "every 



phase of college life" in reference 
to what articles may be written. 
This indicates that the Adminis- 
tration will . support criticism, if 
well founded, from A-R. 

Secondly, the Beachcomber last 
year printed several articles 
which dealt with administrative 
aft'airs, including the production 
of I.D. cards, and automatic 
scheduling. 

No reprisal resulted from the 
administration. 

It could be argued that the 
Beachcomber is more firmly es- 
tablished than A-R, but it could 
also be contended that more re- 
search and better reporting were 
the reasons the administration 
ordered no crack-down. 

A-R presently has quite a good 
method for handling controversial 
material. If a person has a 
"gripe" he presents it in writmg 
with his name attached. He may 
be required to go before the 
teacher or administrator, and dis- 
cuss it with him. 

Of course, those articles which 
are libelous or poorly written 
should be eliminated. However, 
the second requirement seems to 
have been overlooked in one 
article in the second publication 
of this year. 

The administration is wel- 
come, I'm sure, to respond in 
A-R, for it is stated in the A-R's 
constitution. 

If students do not care enough 
to properly research the subject 
then they do not deserve a pubU- 
cation of this sort. 

I would hope that the name of 
Action-Reaction would not be- 
come a source of kony. 
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Phi Da Di brothers, boosting the Circle K Shoe Drive, collected 

over 70 pairs of shoes. The drive benefitted Seminole Indians 

in Central Florida, in helping them to fight hookworm. 

More Banks Have Loans 
For Needy JC Students 



Four Palm Beach County banks 
are participating in the United 
Students Aid Fund program at 
PBJC. 

Since several other institutions 
are studying the program, there 
are indications that students who 
qualify for the loans will probably 
have no difficulty finding a bank 
which will cooperate with them. 

These banks make their loans 
through the U.S.A. Funds, Inc., a 
nation-wide corporation which se- 
cures loans for students. The 
college recently made a deposit 
of $1,000 which made available 
$25,000 in loans to the college sop- 
homores. 

The banks taking active partici- 
pation in this program are the 
Bank of Pahokee, the First Na- 
tional Bank of Delray Beach, the 
First Bank and Trust Co. of Boca 
Raton, and the First Marine Bank 
of Riviera Beach. 

These loans are made by banks 
on a non-profit basis, with a 



maximum of six per cent in- 
terest. Repayments must start 
five TOonths after a student's 
graduation. 

Any deposits made to the U.S.A. 
Funds by organizations or indi- 
viduals will be accepted. For 
everj- $100 deposited, $1,250 in 
loans will be made available. 



No Formal

Poor Planning Causes Mixup 
Results In Trio Cancellation

Signs announcing the November 
2 arrival of the Kingston Trio on 
campus did a disappearing act. 
The Trio is not coming, a written 
contract not being available for 
th.e November 9 showing. 

A telegram from Fred Dale, 
publicity agent for 'the Kingston 
Trio, was received Friday, Oct- 
ober 22, informing the student 
government of the cut in price for 
the Kingston Trio. Tuesday, the 
26th, the SGA senate voted to 
have the Kingston Trio on cam- 
pus. This left four days for the 
SGA to organize, and plan, and 
vote. The result was hasty plan- 
ning. 

The price for the Kingston Trio 
was $4,000, $6,000 for a weekend 
two-hour appearance. This is 33% 
to 100% more than the $3,000 
originally suggested by the SGA 
as the paying price for enter- 
tainers. 

A number of performers were 
available for an equal or lesser 
price, Henry Mancini and his 
orchestra was the only enter- 
tainer who charged more, $7500. 
Other listings were: 

Christy Minstrels $4,000.00 

4 Preps $3,500.00 

4 Freshmen $2,500.00 

Back Porch Majority. . $2,500.00 

The Mitchell Trio, We Five, 
Mahalia Jackson, were all avail- 
able tor equal or lesser prices. 

The Kingston Trio originally set 
a specific date for coming, No- 
vember 2, while the others were 
more liberal with their schedules. 

The weekend of the 22nd Ken 
Jenne was leaving for a SGA 
convention, so Ron Wood as vice- 
president of the SGA took over 
.the reins for the weekend. 

In the time that Ken was gone, 
a poll of senators was conducted 
to fmd how many senators sup- 
ported having the Kingston Trio 
on campus. Several senators also 
approached Dr. Manor and dis- 
cussed with iiim the possibility of 
having the Ti'io. 

Here a conflict arises. Ken 
Jenne states he asked Ron Wood 
not to enact any business con- 
cerning the Kingston Trio until he 
came back. Ron Wood states that 
he was not informed of any such 
suggestion. As a result, the exe- 
cutive committee assumed that 
Jenne approved of the proposal, 
the senators went on that assump- 
tion and by the time the president 
was back, it was assumed that 
the Kingston Trio was going to 
be contacted to perform. Jenne 
was totally surprised that busi- 
ness had gone to this point. 

However, the over-exuberance 
on the part of the senators had 
reached a point where no one 
thought to oppose the resolution 
and it was passed overwhel- 
mingly. 



There were still problems. A 
telegram from Dr. Manor reaf- 
firming the SGA's decision was 
sent to the Kingston Trio's agent. 
It was sent at 8:30 a.m., October 
27, and noted by Mrs. Nobis, the 
president's secretary. Dale said 
that he had not received the wire 
at. 4:30 p.m. He later called nnd 
stated that he had received the 
telegram but would be unable to 
act upon it. 

At a special session the day 
before, Ken Jenne called Fred 
Dale and told him of the senate's 
decision. A verbal agreement was 
made. 

On that verbal agreement 
posters announcing the arrival of 
the entertainers on November 2 
were displayed over the campus. 

The Trio was originally sched- 
uled to perform November 2, ac- 
cording to agreement, but the clay 
was changed to November 9. 
When Ken Jenne phoned Fred 
Dale the afternoon of October 27, 
he was informed that the Trio's 
southern tour was postponed. 
Dale stated that they would bo 
free the sixth. Since the play on 
campus opened that night, Jenne 
refused that date and it was 
changed to the ninth. 

The Trio would have conflicted 
with the play at either the No- 
vember 2 or November 9 dates. 

No adequate publicity would be 
available from either the Beach- 
comber or the SGA. However, 
the Beachcomber was prepared 
to come out with a special edi- 
tion at much extra cost and over- 
time to support the SGA's de- 
cision. 

The SGA contacted officials at 
the Biblcground and verified 
booking tor the performance. The 
Biblegrounds in Boca Raton was 
not the most central location nor 
the largest available for the same 
price of ,$350. The Fronton, more 
centrally located in West Palm 
Beach, was also available. 

Tickets could not be well dis- 
tributed because of the lack of 
time. An unofficial committee 
was set up and headed by the 
secretary of special events. This 
committee was established with 
the approval of the senate Tues- 
day, the 26th. This would have 
given the three-man committee 
only a few days to distribute 
tickets if the performance was 
scheduled the 2nd. 

This mismanagement has re- 
sulted in the cancellation of the 
Trio's performance. However, a 
letter has been sent out by tho 
SGA to various agencies request- 
ing a nationally known entertain- 
ing group to appear on campus 
between November 22 and De- 
cember 2. This time they have 
16 more days to play. This will 
undoubtedly benefit the students 
more than the Trio rush.

Problems, Problems, Problems 

The staff of the 1965-66 Galleon is faced with another 
serious problem, in addition to putting out a college-level year- 
book. That is to stir the interest of the student body in backing 
the yearbook. 

Starting without any hold-over staff members from last 
year, Martha Collins and her staff are trying to bring the year- 
book up to the standards of other junior college annuals 
throughout Florida. Too small a staff and general apathy from 
the students are hindering the work of the Galleon staff. 

The ideal staff for an annual the Galleon's size is around 
twenty; yet six students make up this year's staff. They have 
tried to enlarge their staff by bulletin announcements, posters, 
and personal contacts, which have been unsuccessful for the 
most part. 

The staff contacted many students who worked on year- 
books in high school, but it seems that some of these don't 
think a junior college yearbook is worth the effort. Another 
well-worn excuse the Galleon staff receives is that the prospec- 
tive member is "too busy." Still in need of staff members, 
Assistant Editor, Linda Cavill, said, "We want people to work 
even if they can give only a small amount of time." 

Indifference from the student body is another hindrance 
for the staff. Scheduling for student and organization pictures 
was poorly supported, despite adequate publicity. 

"It seems that a lot of organizations can't get organized 
enough to schedule a picture for the yearbook," stated Linda. 

Some students are so apathetic that they forgot to pick up 
their yearbook last year. "Maybe they didn't think the year- 
book was free; but it is. The yearbook is paid for by the 
student activity fees," said Martha Collins, 

Maybe students don't want a yearbook; maybe students 
don't want to work for the yearbook; maybe students don't 
care; but something must be done, 

A solution might be for the Galleon staff to tell students 
when and what to do instead of asking them to choose their 
best time. In high school the yearbook staffs told organiza- 
tions when and where to be for pictures, and these schedules 
were set up and followed diligently with few exceptions. 

Something else that might be done to improve more 
interest in the yearbook is to initiate an annual signing party. 
This would provide a reason for students to pick up their an- 
nuals, as well as beginning a much needed tradition on campus. 

It seems logical that students would want a junior college 
yearbook for the same reasons they want one from high school 
and a four-year college. Junior college is as much a part of 
one's life as high school and senior college are. These mem- 
ories should be preserved in a yearbook instead of looked 
upon as a bumper between high school and a university. 

According to Martha, something must be done, and done 
now, for there is a strong possibility the Galleon will be put 
out of publication. 

Traffic Court -- Grrreat - 

One of the least known institutions on campus is the traffic 
appeals committee. Few students know anything about the 
committee primarily because practically no one bothers to read 
the student handbook. 

Until this year the traffic appeals committee was composed 
of five faculty members, but Dean Atwell felt there should be 
some student representation on the committee. Consequently, 
this year it is made up of three faculty members and two stu- 
dents. The two students, Susan Garbarino and Lynn Leofanti, 
were appointed by SGA President, Ken Jenne. 

The student who feels that he has received an unfair 
traffic fine and wishes to appeal the fine must go to Dean 
Atwell's office and fill out an appeal form stating his reasons 
for the appeal. He may appear before the committee to plead 
his case. His chances of winning his point are much better if 
he appears in person. When he does not appear at all, it is 
like trying to win a court case by writing a letter to the court 
to plead the case. 
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The fine architectural design of the gyrn is being spoiled by the newly- 
erected wooden telephone poles. An option was available to construct concrete 
poles, yet the decision was made to place the unsightly poles in front. It 
would seem much more logical in parallel thought to have appropriated funds 
for underground cables since the entire campus is wired below grass level.

1 am not a perpetLial corn- 
plainer and don't wish to start 
now. However, I feel that lately 
the SGA has heen the brunt of 
much undue criticism. I do not 
wish to propose that the SGA is 
so great or well orgam'zed that 
it deserves no criticism. On the 
contrary, I think constructive 
criticism would be welcomed by 
any open-minded individual. How- 
ever, I do not feel that the first 
opportunity that appears should 
be grabbed as a chance to criti- 
cize. As an e.xample, I refer to 
the editorial in the last issue of 
this paper concerning the newly 
initiated student polls. This is 
the first chance that the students 
have had to actively voice their 
opinion on things concerning the 
use of their money. Since it is 
new, a httle time is necessary to 
conduct the polls to receive maxi- 
mum results. But after only two 
polls had been conducted' this edi- 
torial appeared. Response to the 
first poll had been over 100, but 
the only response mentioned in 
the editorial was that of the sec- 
ond poll which only 15 answered. 
Granted, this is very poor, but 
the editorial neglected to mention 
any reasons for this response. 
Perhaps I may offer a few. 

First of all, the poll concerned 
having a radio station on campus. 
The poll the week before had 
been on the same subject. Due 
to some added facts in the mean- 
time, the SGA could not act with- 
out polling the students again. 
Because they had already an- 
swered a poll on the same sub- 
ject, students were less interested 
in answering a second. 

Secondly, the editorial over- 
looks the fact of stiident apathy 
which I don't think even an idiot 
would blame the SGA for. The 
students on this campus are not 
especially well-known for then- 
outstanding participation in SGA 
projects. Moreover, student re- 
sponse in the third poll was over 
500, due to reorganization in han- 
dling of it. This shows that, given 
a chance, the SGA can work effi- 
ciently. 

Also, if the author of the edi- 
torial will look into the matter, 
I think he will find that sufficient 
information was provided for stu- 
dents to form an intelligent opin- 
ion on the subject polled. He 
should also bear in mind that 
these polls are taken to find out 



if there is enough student interest 
to warrant looking into the mat- 
ter further. It is not an informa- 
tion bulletin. These polls could be 
one of the most beneficial things 
that has happened to this campus 
— it is totally unfair to harpoon 
them before they even have a 
chance to get started. 

The situation is the same in 
anything SGA does. SGA is still 
young and, true, inexperienced. 
But it is willing to work with and 
for the students. However, please 
do not expect a Senate of twenty 
people to effect miracles. It can- 
not. Without student support it 
can do very little. -I suggest that 
anyone with a gripe go to the 
SGA office or to a Senate meet- 
ing instead of just uselessly criti- 
cizing and doing nothing about it. 
Those who only criticize do not 
help make SGA strong.

Surprisingly, ninety 
Indians, headed by Massasoit, 
their chief, attend the gathering 
called by Governor Bradford. 

It is 1623, and the Pilgrims are 
faced with starvation. A severe 
drought has threatened the crops. 
Bradford orders a day of feasting 
and prayer. After nine hours of 
prayer small clouds gather, and a 
long rain ensues. In their grati- 
tude to God the Pilgrims set 
aside November 23 as a day of 
thanksgiving.

Miss Lesley Frost 

Noted Author Visits And Lectures

Miss Lesley Frost, world trav- 
eler, lecturer, and author, de- 
lighted PBJC with her interpreta- 
tipn of poetry in a special assem- 
bly on Thursday, November 4, 
and then revealed another area of 
her personality in aii interview 
after the lecture. 

Free from the restraint of a 
time limit, Miss Frost talked of 
her experiences in life, of her 
father's poetry and its influence 
upon her, and of literature in gen- 
eral. She elaborated on several 
of the points that she made dur- 
ing the afssembly. 
. "I would like to clarify a point 
I made during the assembly," 
she said. "Mr. John Ciardi of 
the Saturday Review said that he 
thought my father's poem 'Stop- 
ping By Woods on a Snowy Eve- 
ning' indicates suicidal tenden- 
cies, because the line "The woods 
are lovely, dark, and deep," sug- 
gests that my father wanted to 
be in the deep, dark woods. But 
I think that a man who loved life 
as my father did, and lived as 
long as he did could scarcely be 
called a possible suicide. It is 
also interesting to note that the 
final lines of that poem, 'But I 
have promises to keep, / And 
miles to go before I sleep, / And 
miles to go befoi-e I sleep.' repeat 
themselves because the first line 
represents the actual miles to the 
farm, while the second line rep- 
resents his long life ahead of 
him." 

Many who heard Miss Frost's 
lecture were surprised to learn 
that she had had only seven years 
of formal education. But actual- 
ly, her background of literature 
anct poetry is a typical New Eng- 
land education. Schools were few 
and far between in the farm 
coCUitry of New Hampshire, and 
those that did exist are usually of 
the one-room variety. In such a

situation, literature educations 
were the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. "I have one younger 
brother and two younger sisters," 
she remarked, "and my father 
and mnther read poetry to us 
every night. By the tune we were 
two we had been read all the 
great English and American epic 
poems, and by thl-ee we could 
read most of these poems our- 
selves. At six years of age we 
could write short essays of our 
own. When I was in my teens 1 
had read the complete works of 
Hawthorne, Dickens, Dante, Har- 
dy, Swift, Stevenson, Twain, Rob- 
ert and Elizabeth Browning, 
Shakespeare, Chaucer, Char- 
lotte and Emily Bronte, Bacon, 
Conrad, EUiot, and Burns. In 
addition, I had read both Ovid 
and VirgU. in the original Latin." 
If Miss Frost's education was 
unique, her athletic activities in 
her youth were even more so. 
At one time she intended to go 
into professional ice skating, but 
decided against it. She also was 
a championship tennis player, 
but her greatest athletic triumph 
came when she won a position on 
the U.S. Olympic team as a relay 
runner. 



Throughout her life Miss Frost 
has had many unusual experi- 
ences. "Probably my most ex- 
citing adventure," she recalled 
' 'was the trip I made from Massa- 
chusetts to Scandanavia by sail- 
boat. We sailed through the North 
Atlantic with its heavy fogs, ice- 
bergs, and sudden squalls. We 
passed through one fog that was 
so thick that the bow of the boat 
wasn't visible from the stern. 
Another time, off the coast of 
Scotland, we were hit by a violent 
storm that tore the mainsail from 
the mast. Two of the crew were 
sent aloft into the di-iving rain 
to release the sail before its flap- 
ping in the wind capsized the 
boat. It it hadn't been for those 
two young men, the ship would 
have been lost for sure." 

Miss Frost has been a book 
dealer, a lecturer, a teacher, and 
an author. One of. her most suc- 
cessful enterprises has been her 
language school in Spain. Every 
year a dozen or so young ladies 
from the United States attend a 
summer-long course in Spanish 
and French language and culture. 
Tills unique school came about 
as a result of a trip that her two 
teen-aged granddaughters made 



to Spain a few years ago. "They 
were so enthusiastic about their 
trip that they thought all girls 
who were studying Spanish or 
French should have the oppor- 
tunity to learn the languages di- 
rectly from the people who spoke 
them. So I bought a villa in La 
Granja, Spain, and set up the 
school. It is staffed by the best 
native Spanish and French teach- 
ers. I feel that the experience 
that the girls receive in this sin- 
gle summer is worth more than 
all the books they coidd study." 

In the best Frost tradition, Miss 
Frost has written a number of 
books and .volumes of poetry, 
most of them for cliildren. This 
aptitude for wi-itmg first demon- 
strated itself at an early age. 
By her early twenties she had 
published a collection of poems. 
Some of her more recent chil- 
drens' books include Really Not 
Really, Says Prescott, and I Hate 
Licorice. She will soon release 
another book in the Not Really 
series, and is working on her 
autobiography to the age of 
twelve, to be entitled New Hamp- 
shire's ChUd. 

To aspu-mg authors, Miss Frost 
offers this advice: "If you're go- 
ing to write, don't put it off. It's 
the hardest thing in the world to 
just sit down and write, but it's 
the only way to learn. 

"Don't waste words. Be frugal 
with' them. Nothing is more tire- 
some than using two words when 
one would serve. 

"Don't call something beautiful, 
but describe its beauty. This is 
the only way to really communi- 
cate with your readers. 

"Above all, have a sense of 
humor. My father always had 
something humorous to say. He 
used to tell us that too much 
seriousness can become dull if 
left alone, but, by the same 
token, too much humor can be- 
come vulgar if left alone." 
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Birfh Control 
Discussed At 
Newman Club

"Sex, Contraception, and Catho- 
lics" was the topic of a symposi- 
um sponsored by the PBJC New- 
man Club Sunday 

Guest speakers were Dr. Sam 
Bottosto, head of the Social 
Science Department at PBJC, Dr. 
Lloyd Moffit, a Catholic physi- 
cian, and Father Lewis Bennet, 
of St. Vincent de Paul Major 
Seminary. 

Dr. Bottosto spoke on contra- 
ception from the sociologist's 
viewpoint. He stated that the 
world is rapidly being overpopu- 
lated, and that steps must be 
taken to prevent this. He also 
said that he thought that Catho- 
lics are leaning toward the 
Protestant viewpoint on contra- 
ception even though the Catholic 
Church considers the use of con- 
traceptives for the sole purpose 
of contraception a mortal sin. 

Dr. Moffit concerned his dis- 
coui'se with the many different 
types of contraceptives that are 
available today and their harm- 
ful or good effects. He also gave 
a short history of contraceptives. 

Father Bennet presented the 
Catholic Church's stand on the 
issue and gave reasons. The pri- 
maL7 reason was that, except in 
certain instances, contraception 
is againts the natural law and the 
CathoUc Church is the guardian 
of the natural law. 

A question and answer period 
followed the talks and discussion 
quite obviously would have con- 
tinued for hours if it had not been 
called to a close by moderator

Dr. Alton Ochsner, foimder of 
the Ochsner Clinic in New Or- 
leans, and one of the nation's 
leading cancer researchers, rec- 
ently told the Florida Division of 
the American Cancer Society Con- 
vention in Miami that a smoker 
subtracts 14.6 minutes from his 
life each time He lights a cigar- 
ette. 

If a person smokes an average 



of one pack a day, this means 
that he loses 4.9 hours from each 
day, 75 days from each year, 
and a total of 14 years from his 
life. 

So, the next time you light a 
cigarette; pause, take a deep 
puff, and slowly let it out. You 
have just exhaled one minute and 
24 second of your life.

DOLLARS FOR SCHOURS 

"The purpose of Dollars for 
Scholars," stated Dean Glynn, "is 
to prevent 'B' and 'C students 
from dropping out of college be- 
cause they can't necessarily get 
gift scholarsliips where an 'A' 
student can." 

Funds from Dollars for Schol- 
ars are available to deserving 
students by applymg to their de- 
partment heads. The respective 
department heads set the require- 
ments. Then the department 
heads and Mr. Warner's scholar- 
ship committee decide on those 
who are to receive the funds. 

Students on the Dollars for 
Scholars program usually work a 
maximum of fifteen hom-s per 
week at ?1.25 an hour in the de- 
partment m which they are ma- 
joring. 

The students are asked to get 
behind the Dollars for Scholars 
program and help to raise money 
because they will be helping 
themselves.

Mr. Rudy Sobering, advisor to 
Circle K, said that the men of 
the club have already chipped 
and chopped at the hard ground 
at the corner of Lake Worth Road 
and Congress Avenue, and, with 
the aid of Jerry Sullivan Con- 
crete Co., have constructed the 
base of the sign. They are now 
waiting for Merle W. Merchant 
Construction Co. to supply the 
crane to lift- the four concrete- 
and steel-reinforced sections into 
place. 

Mr. Sobering says that as soon 
as the crane situates the heavy 
frames, he can assemble the 
white backdrop and 10" high let- 
ters. The final stage of the pro- 
ject involves landscaping the area 
and installing a lighting system 
at the foot of the sign.

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A ction ■ Reaction Stimulates 
Interest In Current Affairs

The student at PBJC is kept in- 
formed about campus doings and 
activities through the Beach- 
comber. He is exposed to the 
college's best literary works 
through the Uterary magazme 
Media. And, he is given a total 
picture of the school and its stu- 
dents through the yearbook Gal- 
leon. 

But, until last year, he had no 
way of communicating his opin- 
ions and ideas about world, na- 
tional, and local problems to his 
fellow students. He could re- 
ceive others' views, but could not 
express his own. 

And so last year a new publica- 
tion appeared on the scene called 
ACTION-REACTION, It offered 
the student a chance to submit 
tor publication, articles express- 
ing his own feelings and opinions-. 
Now m its second year, ACTION- 
REACTION is the final link in the 
chain of campus communication. 
Its purpose is "To expose stu- 
dents to the ideas and beliefs of 
others, and give them an oppor- 
tunity to express their own." 

The title, Action-Reaction, sug- 
gests that anyone who reacts, 
either with approval or disap- 
proval, to something published, 
should wTite his own views and 
submit them. 

Action-Reaction's policy, as 
stated on page two of every issue, 
s to publish those articles which 
ure of importance. It is difficult 
define just exacUy what is im- 
)ortant, but matters which are of 
general, rather than limited, in- 
terest are considered to fit the 



definition. Therefore, an article 
which states, "I don't like the 
U.S. policy hi Viet Nam because 
I might get drafted," would be 
unacceptable, while another, stat- 
mg "The U.S. policy in Viet Nam 
is morally and legally wrong," 
would be of more general mterest 
and acceptability. 

What subjects does Action-Re- 
action avoid? "Actually, no topic 
is taboo," said coordinator Mar- 
tha Mize recently. "As stated in 
our policy, we allow no libel, pro- 
fanity, or personal attacks of an 
unjustified nature. But a well- 
written, well-documented article 
will receive consideration no mat- 
ter what its subject mater. If the 
person has his facts straight, and 
does not make any unsubstanti- 
ated charges, we wiU print his 
article. However, if the subject 
deals with a local problem, the 
author must see the right author- 
ity and verify his facts before we 
will accept his story." 

Some people were wondering 
why the first issue, which appear- 
ed October 15, was so short. "We 
had enough material for that 
issue," Martha continued, "but 
it was mostly poetry. Our policy 
.is that we cannot use poetry at 
all, no matter what its length or 
subject. We deal strictly with 
opinions, and leave poetry to 
MEDIA. That was the reason for 
the shortness of the first issue. 
But we expect that, as more and 
more people react to what they 
read, they will express their own 
opinions and keep us well supplied 
with material."

with 161 votes each. President 
Jenne's committee voted unani- 
mously in favor of the Mitchell 
Trio. 

The Mitchell Trio stands alone 
in the folk music scene. It is 
neither "ethnic" nor "pop folk." 
Rather, the Mitchell Trio is a 
group that has chosen folk music 
as the most effective and artistic 
medium in which to express them- 
selves. 

The Mitchell Ti-io has some very 
strong ideas on music. These 
ideas are worked over with infi- 
nite care before a song is finally 
perfoi-med before an audience. 
Although the Trio feels a song 
must definitely be musical, its 
lyrical meaning has top priority 
and unless tliis meaning is there 
and clearly stated the song will 
not be performed. The Trio's posi- 
tion supports neither the "folk 
left" nor the "folk right," but 
rather their own highly original 
approach. 

"The John Birch Society" is one 
of the songs with which the Trio 
has been closely identified. Their 
recording of this Birch spoof was 
banned on most radio stations 
across the country while played 
continuously on a handful of 
others. Most TV shows have shied 
away from the tune ("Hootenan- 
ny" bemg one of the few excep- 
tions!, and until the Trio signed 
with Mercury Records, no record- 
ing company would touch their 



renditions of a new graduation 
song for Ole Miss ("My girl was 
only seventeen when she was 
chosen riot queen"), and their 
neo-Nazi opus, "The Twelve Days' 
of Christmas." 

The Mitchell Trio originated at 
Gonzaga University in Spokane, 
Washington, when the three sud- 
denly became aware of folk music 
through the then popular record- 
ing of "Tom Dooley." During 
their first year they sang for 
campus groups, clubs, and parties 
in the Spokane area under the 
guidance of a local Catholic 
Priest, Father Reinard Beaver. 
When he had to leave for New 
York to attend an Army Chap- 
lain's training course, he sug- 
gested that the Trio accompany 
him. Six days later, they arrived 
in Manhattan. 

Once in Manhattan, the Trio 
broke with unbelievable speed. 
Within a matter of weeks, their 
obvious talents had propelled 
them onto Arthur Godfrey's daily 
radio show, into New York's fam- 
ous Blue Angel supper club, and 
before the year was out, onto sev- 
eral top television shows. 

A committee consisting of Carol 
Allen, Benny Bohren, Lynn Fis- 
cher, Nan Stravino, and Ken 
Jenne, handled tickets, publicity, 
and the final details of the Mit- 
chell Trio's appearance on cam- 
pus. 



A collection of prints believed to 
be the best shown this year any- 
where in South Florida is fea- 
tured in the third art exhibit of 
the season at PBJC. 

The exhibition, which opened to 
the public Monday, was collected 
by the Ferdinand Roten Gallery 
of Baltimore, and contams orig- 
inal works of "the finest artists 
making prints m America today," 
according to Donald C. Penny, art 
and ceramics instructor.

Baskim, Peterdi, Coughlin, Fras-

A pruit is an origuial work of 
art reproduced a number of times 
from a unique plate, stone, or 
woodblock m a limited edition. 
Many are numbered and signed 
by the artist, according to Jim 
Houser, Art Department Chair- 
man. 

"There are many types: Utho- 
graphs, etchings, wood cuts, mats, 
and sOk screens. All are repre- 
sented m this show," Mr. Houser 
said. 

One of the big advantages of 
prints over other works of art is 
that this reproduction allows very 
reasonable prices. "A Robert 
MotherweU pamtmg will cost you 
in four figures today," Mr. Houser 
pointed out, "but a prmt m a 
limited edition may be purchased 
for under $100." 

Mr. Penny said that all of the 



prints m. the Junior College ex- 
hibition may be bought by the 
public, at prices ranging from 
$7.50 to $125.00. 

The exhibition is in the gallery 
on the ground floor of the Humani- 



ties Building, and wOl be open 
Monday to Thursday from 7:30 
a.m. to 10:00 p.m. Friday, the 
hours are 7:30 a.m. to 6:00 p.m. 
The exhibit will remain on view 
through the month of December.

He ma- 
jored in drama at Catawba Col- 
lege in Salisbury, N.C, and was 
a charter member of the Board 
of Directors of the Community 
Theater. His summers were spent 
working with Dr. Kermit Hunter, 
author of 23 plays, m outdoor 
drama productions throughout the 
South. 

After a tour of duty in the Navy, 
he returned to finish his graduate 
work at the University of Geor- 
gia. While there he was active in 
the University Theater and a 
reader's theater, which toured 
north Georgia schools presenting 
plays.

Incomplete Dictionary?

If one office could 
funnel various requests by various departments to members of 
other departments, communication would exist, even though 
somewhat impersonally.

Burt Reynolds Plays In Hamlet; h« "»« i,^«r-c-*««"';. 
Brightest Area Star - JC Grad 



Burt Reynolds, one of the 
brightest television and screen 
stars produced by this area, will 
take on what he calls "the biggest 
challenge of my entire career" at 
PBJC, March 17-20. 

The PBJC alumnus and former 
president of Phi Rho Pi will ap- 
pear as guest star at the College 
Players' production "Hamlet," 
announced Mr. Watson B. Dun- 
can, III, chairman of the Com- 
munications Department, and the 
man who started Reynolds on his 
acting career. 

Reynolds has made a number 
of local appearances since his na- 
tional career opened up, and most 
have been to benefit the Burt 
Reynolds Drama Scholarship, 
awarded every year to a gradu- 
ating sophomore who wants to 
major in speech and drama in a 
senior college. Other plays in 
which Burt has acted to benefit 
the scholarship fund are, "Sound 
of Hunting," "See How They 
Run," "Honeymoon Machine," 
and "The Man and the Dog." 

Duncan approached Reynolds 
with the idea of playing Shake- 
speare's best-known role during a 
visit to PBJC three weeks ago, 
and a definite date has now been 
arranged. 

"Burt wasn't too happy about 
attempting Hamlet," Duncan said. 
"He felt it was entirely different 
from everything he has ever at- 
tempted before. 

"But his interest in the Burt 
Reynolds Scholarship finally won 
him over." 

Although he has appeared in 
several films, Reynolds is perhaps 
best known nationally for import- 
ant parts in two network tele- 
vision productions, "Riverboat" 
and "Gunsmoke.' 



Soon to be released is the first 
of a series of five or six films in 
which Burt stars as an American 
secret agent, trumpeted as "Hol- 
lywood's answer to James Bond." 

One of the early Burt Reynolds 
Scholarships recipients, Jim Mar- 
tin, is now teaching speech and 
drama at Riviera Beach High 
School. Others include Gloria 
Maddox, now a Boston University 
graduate, who was a member of 
the Harvard Repertory Company 
this summer, and May Keller, 
now at the University of Miami, 



who was selected as the lead in 
the first play there this fall. 

The production of Hamlet is to 
be directed by Frank Leahy, 
PBJC drama instructor, who com- 
mented that the experience of 
working with Reynolds will be of 
"great educational value" for the 
Junior College students who get 
the other roles in the play. "We 
have not yet scheduled try-outs," 
Leahy said, "and will not do so 
until after the start of the next 
semester." 




The PBJC Air-Conditioning 
class was invited to Pratt-Whitney 
tor a tour of their air-conditioning 
plant recently. Procedures were 
explained about keeping olfices at 
one temperature, usually about 75 
degrees, while shops ai-e at an- 
other.

D. Altman, Mr. Virgil Henderson, 
Mr. Fische, Mr. Robert Caldwell, 
Mr. Leonard Hinckley, instructor 
of Air-Conditioning at PBJC, and 
Mr. D. C. Whitmer, Chairman of 
the Engineering-Technology De- 
partment. 

At this meeting, the committee 
reviewed the ciu-riculum as set up 

and gave it a vote of confidence. 

Plans for the new Technical Lab- 



oratory Building, which will be 
located just north of the present 
Technical Building, were also dis- 
cussed. 

A point of interest to all air- 
conditioning students was brought 
Lip at this meeting. The commit- 
tees also discussed the possibilities 
of employing graduates from the 
Air-Conditioning program. Every- 
one present indicated that there 
would be no problem employing 
graduates from the air-condition- 
ing technology curriculum. 

A possibility of co-operative 
training was also dlscusse^. At 
least one member of the group 
felt that there would be a place in 
his organization for such a trainee. 
Co-operative training means go- 
ing to school one term and work- 
ing one term, alternating with 
another student. 

Mr. Robert Caldwell, Supervis- 
or of Technical Education for 
South Florida, attended the meet- 
ing.

Concerned Over Draft Status? 
Rules Enforced In Emergency 



Because of confusion on the part 
of the male students, Miss Wilson, 
administrative assistant who is in 
charge of selective service affairs, 
wishes to reinform students of the 
Selective Service's draft defer- 
ment regulations. 

At registration in August each 
male stiident was given a 109 
form with instructions to fill out 
certain sections of it. Attached to 
the form was a yellow sheet giv- 
ing complete deferment regula- 
tions with a memo to keep it for 
personal reference. 

Some did not keep this sheet or 
even read it. Following is the m- 
formation male students were 
supposed to read and keep: 

A registrant, to qualify for a 
classification II-S, should normal- 
ly be required to complete a four- 
year college course within four 
years. Courses requiring a longer 
period than four years (law, phar- 
macy, etc. ) should be deferred for 
required time. 

It is incumbent upon the stu- 
dent to take sufficient credit 
hours, attain sufficient grades and 



quality points to insure that his 
course of study will be completed 
in the required time. To accom- 
plish this, the gtudent must pro- 
gress annually to the next higher 
class. 

Circular 426.1 states that 12 
hours per session is considered 
fuUtime coiu-se of instruction. 
This means a minimum of 24 
semester hours credit during any 
one 12 month period. 

However, every student should 
be aware that it will require more 
than 24 semester hours per year 
to receive his degree within the 
required time. This means that 
the student should average 32 
semester hours credit per year in 
order to complete the required 64 
hours and graduation require- 
ments within two years after en- 
tering junior college (and four 
years for bachelor degree). 

The registrar has noted that if 
the student has earned a D grade 
in a course here at PBJC, you 
have also earned credit here in 
this course even though this 



credit may not be transferable to 
a higher institution. 

Therefore, a repeat-D course 
must be taken in addition to 12 
crv..:Mt hours of new work because 
the student must carry a load of 
12 credit hours to be eligible for 
deferment. 

This has been the regulation 
since the draft law was passed 
but it has not always been strict- 
ly enforced. 

All draft regulations are being 
enforced now because of the na- 
tional emergency and we are try- 
ing to call this to students' atten- 
tion. 

Students who do not complete 
graduation requirements within 
the two years following entrance, 
may be liable to di'aft.

Other Man In "Blondie's' Life, 
Giersher, Leads Two Lives

Do you ever get the feeling that 
someone is watching everything 
you do? Mike Giersher, PBJC 
sophomore, does, and he has a 
good reason, for the results of his 
part-time job are carefully scru- 
tinized by many millions of read- 
ers all over the world. 

Drawing has always been one 
of Mike's great interests. Ever 
:since he can remember, he has 
wanted to make a career of car- 
tooning. At Seacrest High School, 
he joined the staff of the school 
newspaper. The Squall, as a car- 
toonist. His many hours of prac- 
tice finally paid oflf when one of 
his cartoon panels placed first in 
the nation in the Columbia Scho- 
lastic Press Association's na- 
tional high school journalism con- 
•test. 



"It is almost impossible to 
break into cartooning," said Mike. 
"For every one successful car- 
toonist, there are literally hun- 
dreds who n«ver make the grade. 
It takes more luck than any- 
thing to become a prosperous car- 
toonist these days." 

Fortune must have been on 
Mike's side, for the series of co- 
incidences which occurred next 
can only be attributed to luck 
First, Jim Raymond, who has 
been doing all of the artwork for 
the popular comic strip Blondie 
since Chic Young's semi-retire- 
ment in 1950, moved to Delray 
Beach from New York. Finding 
himself in need of an assistant, 
Raymond remembered having 
seen some of Mike's work which 
had shown promise. 

And so, as Mike tells'it, "I was

sitting at home in the living room 
watching television wheu Chic 
Young and Jim Raymond dropped 
in. They asked if I wanted to help 
with Blondie. Of course, I said 
yes before they could change their 
minds." 

Raymond wasted no time on 
formalities, but put Mike right to 
work. At first, Mike liad many 
problems to cope with. "He 
started me in inking backgrounds 
and doing the lettering immedi- 
ately, " Mike recalled. "For the 
first few weeks, some of the let- 
tering was lopsided and crooked. 
But eventually I learned how to 
make it come out even." 

"The biggest problem," he ad- 
mitted, "was learning how to 
draw in the Raymond style. Read- 
ers shouldn't be able to tell that 
a strip's characters and back- 
ground are drawn by different 
artists, even if they are, as hi 
Blondie." 

Blondie has all of the standard 
comic strip problems. "The most 
common," Mike pointed out, "is 
that of projecting warmth and 
personality into a strip. New car- 
toonists sometimes have a diffi- 
cult time convincing readers that 
the figures they draw are real 
people, with notions and emotions 
of their own, rathea* than just ink 
blots on a page of newsprint. All 
of the really good cartoonists can 
project warmth, and those who 
can't generally don't last long," 

In addition to such problems as 
these, Blondie has a few that are 
unique. "With more than 2000 
newspapers subscribing to it," 
said Mike, "Blondie is the most 
widely circulated strip in the 
world. Naturally, we can't afford 
to be nationalistic or localized in 
a strip that appears in such vast- 
ly different countries as Japan 
and Spain., or England and India. 
Because of this, you will never 
see a Blondie strip that is sea- 
sonal or even typically Ameri- 
can." 

As far as Mike is concerned, 
cartooning is a true art; not only 
a true art, but one of the few 
native American arts. "Unlike 
most arts, however, cartooning is 
one of the most rigorously cen- 
sored of all forms of mass media. 
First, the cai'toonist is his own 
merciless censor. His entire ca- 
reer could be ruined if he allowed 
any objectionable material to be 
published. Then he sends his work 
to the syndicate, whose editors 
have complete authority to reject 
anything that is in the least bit 
questionable. Finally, 2000 indi- 
vidual newspaper editors have the 
ultimate decision as to the accept- 
ance of a strip. Any comic strip 
that finally appears in a news- 
paper has been approved by the 
most rigorous board of censors in 
the world." 

Afer he completes college, Mike 
will enter the cartooning mdustry 
full-time. "Of course," he said, 
"I will stay with Blondie. After 
being associated with such a fine 
strip, I wouldn't be happy in any 
other."

The school-operated bus that carries Glades-area students 
to the campus and back again each day is somewhat less than 
dependable.

But those who 
rode the bus didn't fare much better, for it ran out of gas 
halfway to Belle Glade. 

Since the bus system is county-supported, we assume that 
it has professional drivers, the best in vehicles, and trained 
mechanics. There is no reason why the service should not be 
improved, and since these students are dependant upon this 
somewhat haphazard form of transportation, there is every rea- 
son that it should be improved. College students who are 
eager enough to ride 60 miles every day for an education 
deserve better than this.

It is 
becoming very difficult to explain 
why her daddy doesn't come 
home from his 'vacation.' I try 
to explain to her what heaven 
is, but how can I talk about 
heaven if life is hell to me? 
Sometimes I wonder how much 
longer I will be capable of bear- 
ing this." 

Mrs. Rodriguez wished that she 
could cry like she did before. 
She had shed many a tear when 
her daughter and granddaughter 
had left Cuba four years ago, 
and when, a year later, her son- 
in-law had been killed when at- 
tempting to 'leave the counti-y 
illegally' in a small boat. 

But her eyes had become dry 
after her own husband was sen- 
tenced to 30 years in jail for 
'being in possession of subversive 
propaganda.' Thirty years is a 
long time ... too long. 

Now, under Castro's regime, 
Christmas wasn't Christmas any 
longer, it was a week-long 'Fes- 
tivity Commemorating tlie Tri- 
umph of the Glorious Revolution 
of the Cuban People,' topped with 
a speech from the 'maximum 
leader,' Fidel Castro Ruz, on 
January 2. This year, extra food 
rations were given as a bonus 
for the festivities: three-fourths 
of a pound of beef — no pig, ham, 
or chicken — per person, half a 
pound of rice, a bottle of Spanish 
wine for every eight persons In 
a family, and so forth ... a 
whole week's rations!

Palm Beach Junior College has 
gotten off to a rough start in the 
early stages of this basketball 
season, The Pacers have failed 
to notch their initial win while 
being on the short end four times. 
PBJC will be idle until next 
semester when they entertain 
the Seahorses of Broward Jun- 
ior College. 

In their first encounter against 
Orlando, the Pacers played a de- 
termined game, losing out to the 
Highlanders in the final minutes. 
Although the score was 90-78, it 
was a close game until the Pacers 
were forced to commit inten- 
tional fouls. 

Polk Junior College provided 
the competition in PBJC's first 
home game. With the lead 
changing hands several tunes in 
the first half, Polk took a 3 point 
lead into halftime. A cold second 
half resulted in the Pacer's sec- 
ond season loss. 

In the game against St. 
Petersburg, it was just a mat- 
ter of one team outpowering 
another. The Trojans used a 
balanced scoring attack to pin 
the pacers with their second 
home loss, 98-62. 
Indian River, PBJC's fourth 
opponent, used an overpowering 
offense to plant the fourth loss 
of the season on the Pacer five. 
The Pioneers won by a 115-85 
score. 

Pacing the Pacers in the scor- 
ing column has been Lake Worth 
grad Randy Stewart. Stewart has 
averaged 15.5 points a game. 
Steve Goldfadden has netted 46 
points for an 11.5 per game aver- 
age. Both center Dave Yates 
and back court ace Manuel Car- 
reno possess a 10.5 average. 
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Carreno, a 5'8" graduate of 
Forest Hill, has been the spark- 
plug and defensive standout for 
the Pacers. Manny has been 
a crowd pfeaser with his fancy 
ball handling and constant 
hustle. 

A big factor in our early sea- 
son tilts has been the inability 
to stop the opponent's offense. 
In the four games played to date, 
PBJC has yielded an "average of 
98.25 points per game, while 
averaging 73.5 points a game 
themselves. 

This may be contributed to the 
lack of height on the Pacers. 
Dave Yates, who was unable to 
play against Indian River, ha^ 
been the tall man in the Pacer 
attack at 6 ft. 2 in. 

With four games of experi- 
ence behind Coach Tanner and 
his forces, the Pacers must now 
set themselves for the remain- 
ing fifteen games. We have 
displayed bright points in each 
of our early games, with only 
a lack of sustained consistency 
keeping the Pacers from dent- 
ing the win column. 
People can hardly expect PBJC 
to keep pace with teams who 
recruit players such as St. Peters- 
burg, Miami-Dade, and the Mi- 
ami University freshmen. At the 
present, Palm Beach Jr. College 
uses no form of scholarships or 
grants to lure prospective talent 
to the campus. 

Four games do not make a 
season and this is defmitely 
true with the Pacers. Although 
victory is yet to be a reality, 
ejfperience is now on the 
Pacers' side, whereas four 
games ago it was strictly a 
guessing game. 

Students and fans can look for- 
ward to seeing the Pacer five pro- 
vide the school with an honorable 
team.

ThU famous guitarist has not 
only brought the fire and excite- 
ment characteristic of flamenco, 
but has also broadened the range 
and scope of flamenco, from the 
folk to classic proportions.

Extra Points For Workers 

At PBJC, participation in organization is portrayed as an 
important part of college life. 

A system should be established to connpensate for the 
extra time that club officers, publication editors, and Student 
Government Association officers must spend on campus to 
make their organizations successful. This system would be to 
give extra quality points to these students upon graduation. 

A committee in the Student Senate cauld be appointed to 
decide the distribution of the quality points. 

This practice is used in many universities and colleges giv- 
ing student leaders more to work for than just the satisfaction 
of having served their school. 



When Do We Declare It? 

Before the smoke from a few burning draft cards and the 
shouts from the placard-bearing collegiate "drop-ins" obscure 
the irrevocable reality, a few more words need to be spoken 
about Viet Nam. These raucous demonstrations do have a 
place in the pattern of protest, and the Berkleyites, and peace 
promoters, and the conscientious objectors do belong in the 
scheme of American freedom of speech. But their speech, 
sadly enough, is being aimed in a comparatively useless di- 
rection. 

War is a new commodity to our generation and the first 
thought which strikes most of us is our personal involvement. 
Therein are rooted the protests of youth to which education is 
so important that the thought of an abrupt halt in the educa- 
tion process seems catastrophic. To the male youth of America, 
not only education but personal injuries and separation from 
families and friends limit the perspective. The selfishness is 
apparent but actually it is normal. 

The conflict in Viet Nam, though, is a palpable and un- 
avoidable entity. Our President has assured us that he will 
take whatever measures are expedient to thwart the conflict 
and terminate it. This may entail a tremendous cost of men 
and material in addition to an equally proportionate amount 
of tedious discussion at higher diplomatic levels. 

The simple fact despite all the arguments, protests, demon- 
strations, and fasts is that all males within the ages of eighteen 
and twenty-six who are in the upper classifications will have 
to fulfill the military obligation, reluctantly or not. It is doubt- 
ful it will ever change in the face of the support for the aid 
we are giving to this seemingly insignificant South East Asian 
country. 

The paradoxical feature of this conglomeration of ideolo- 
gies and tangents is that for individual purposes, most of us 
would be far more secure if this conflict were called a war 
rather than defensive aid in repelling aggressors from an 
allied nation. Few of us realize that in serving our country 
there is some fine print to be read, just as in accepting a bank 
loan. In this case the fine print is that those of us who serve 
in a conflict of this type will not be subject to the security 
afforded by those who serve in a war. 

Neither the compensation "given to families of injured and 
deceased nor hospitalization to the veterans after they return 
will be given to those who served in defense of Viet Nam. 
Even though the legislative trends continue and the alterations 
and qualifications are not instituted, the bullets are the same, 
the shrapnel as deadly, the horrors of battle as real as if Viet 
Nam were a war. But it is not. And grim as it may seem, 
some of us will be facing those bullets, with none of the 
security, solely because we are not "at war."

Revision Certainly Needed On 
Student Government Constitution

As long as there has been a 
Student Government constitution 
there has been a Constitution Re- 
visions Committee. 

Last term former Senate Presi- 
dent Ron Wood appointed a Re- 
visions Committee of two — Sen- 
ators Dwayne Bonyai and Nan 
Stravino. For the past four 
months this committee has done 
little or nothing. The SGA Consti- 
tution is filled with discrepancies. 
Nearly every time the Senate 
passes a bill they have to pass a 
by-law to make the bill legal. 

Wood obviously did not want 
the constitution revised because 
he was using it for his own per- 
sonal whims. The loopholes in 
the constitution allowed Wood to 
run for the SGA presidency while 
still holding the office of Senate 
president. Not once while he was 
in office did he even ask for more 
than just a committee report — 
and seldom did he get that much! 

This term, Wood has been re- 
placed by Terry Bates, but Sena- 
tors Bonyai and Stravino are back 
to "try" again. If Bates has the 
best interests of the school in 
mind, he will get rid of the two 
senators now on the committee 
and appoint someone who will get 
the job done. 

The task of revising the SGA 
constitution is not an easy one, 
but it is one that can be done. 
It will take at least five com- 
petent senators who are willing 
to shelve other interests and who 
are willing to work.. There are 



a number of people who are both 
able and willing. 

Constitutional revision is some- 
thing that must be done if the 
SGA is to become an efficient or- 
ganization. Another farcical elec- 
tion like the one held last term 
could ruin Student Government. 
Right now there are at least 
twenty glaring (ieficiencies in the 
constitution. Some of the more 
obvious are: there is no way to 
impeach an SGA officer; no re- 
quirements are listed for student 
senators; and there are no pro- 
visions for the election of officers 
if, after being elected, they do 
not return to school for the term 
for which they were elected. 

Will Senate President Bates see 
that these discrepancies are at 
least partially corrected? If he 
does not, the SGA will never get 
going in the right direction.

SGA Prexy Proposes Plans 
For Campus Improvements 



"Great oaks from little acorns 
grow," goes the saying. And in 
the case of Jack Dorn, 1964 grad- 
uate of PBJC and former busi- 
ness manager of the Beach- 
comber, what began as an ex- 
periment ended up to be Florida 
AUantic University's only regu- 
larly printed newspaper. 

It started- one day when Jack 
and some of his friends were sit- 
ting at the lunch table discussing 
problems at the university. Some 
of the recent developments there 
hadn't pleased them and, like 
everyone else, they were talking 
about them. "But, unlike most 
people," said Jack, "we decided 
to do something about them." 

And so the Banana Peel was 
born. "At first," Jack related, 
"we just wrote about some of the 
things that had been bothering 
us, borrowed a mimeograph, and 
ran off 200 copies. As far as we 
were concerned, this was strictly 
a one-time affair. After all, we 
couldn't keep publishing if we had 
t» pay for each issue ourselves, 
as we did the first one. 

"But that first issue was so 
well received that we decided that 
we couldn't stop there. And just 
when we were wondering where 
we would get materials, an anon- 
ymous gift of several thousand 
sheets of paper arrived. Since 
th«n, we have been able to trade 
a ream of it for the use of a 
mimeograph and ink." 

Actually, it isn't too hard to 
publish the Peel. "We invite stu- 
dents to submit material to us," 
Jack continued. "Then our edi- 
torial board, consisting of Jeff 
DeGroodt, Steve Jones, Dan Mica, 
Castles Moore, and myself review 
all material. The majority opinion 
of the board decides what will be 
used. We've had cases where we 
wanted to use something, but our 
better judgement prevented us. 
Some might call it cowardice, but 
we prefer the term self-censor- 
ship." 

Since some of the Peel s vitri- 
olic comments on university life 
assail the administration, what 
does the faculty think of it? _ The 
reactions are widely varied, said 
Jack One dean completely ig- 
nores it; he won't admit that it 
exists The dean of men doesn t 
like it at all, maybe because it 
is too close to the truth. The 
dean of women, however, enjoys 
the Peel. As for the president, 
he says, 'It's a healthy thing. 
Whether or not this indicates ap- 
proval is questionable." 

Asked if he thought that the ad- 
ministration could retaliate if it 
thought it had been wronged. Jack 
answered, "They could tell us to 
stop publishing or run the risk 
of expulsion. However, X doubt 
that they would go that far. The 



American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors, of which our pro- 
fessors are members, supports 
the viewpoint that schools should 
have their own newspapers. And 
I would say that 75% of the pro- 
fessors here at FAU are to favor 
of the Peel." 

Jack doesn't think that the Peel 
will be a permanent institution. 
"There are plans to start a regu- 



lar campus newspaper next tri- 
mester, and then a publication 
such as the Peel would have no 
value. Letters to the editor, edi- 
torials, and features would take 
over the Peel's function. How- 
ever, we will continue to publish 
as long as there is a need. Until 
then, we've just got to watch our 
step, and be careful not to slip 
on our own Banana Peel."

He has trav- 
eled throughout South Viet Nam, 
Laos, Cambodia, Thailand, and 
has been to every comer of &)Uth 
Viet Nam, includmg the front 
lines With his helicopter guarded 
by "gun-planes," he also par- 
ticipated m "contour fly^g.' . •» 
other words, a fleet of deafening 
"choppers" roarmg along above 
the death-filled rice paddies, hunt- 
ing out the enemy. Before his 
eyes, sharpshooters w^^ "^^^^ 
from palm trees, and disabled 
helicopters sank to earth. 

Mr Armstrong has jeeped 
through Viet Nam villages and 

owns meeting Vietnamese peo- 
ple interviewing their leaders, 
facing the crossbows of the Pnrn- 
Itlve and unpredictable Montag- 

°^ Armstrong explains that only 
through deeper understanding ^d 
knowledge of the p«)ple, their 
history, religion, and customs, 
can one understand the events m 
this chaotic area. 

Armstrong graduated f^«> "i/ 
University of Michigan m 19«- 
In Cleveland, Ohio, he contmued 
his career as a journalist for li 
years as Du-ector of News and 
Public Affairs for WJM-TV. From 

1956 to I960, his pohit of J'^^'^f^ 
shifted to Europe, particularly 
Russia and the satellite nahons^ 
He is now Editor for KYW-TV 
and Radio, Cleveland, Ohio. 

In his lectures, Mr. Armstrong 
presents information and pomts 
Kterest concerning the people 
of Southeastern Asia - their 
problems, in relation to 
other and the rest of the world.

Ken Jenne, President of SGA 
announced a vigorous prograna of 
campus unprovement and activi- 
ty coordination at the January 13 
meeting of the Student Senate. 

In reply to critics who have 
charged that the SGA has accom- 
plished little during the fall term, 
Jenne said that a number of new 
programs are being initiated, and 
that studies are being made to 
determine whether old programs 
need revision.

The program, presented by a 
team of specially - trained Air 
Force officers. Col. Pitner and 
Capt. Hoskins, outlined the co- 
operative efforts of NASA and the 
Department of Defense in our na- 
tional space program. It high- 
lighted the orderly, step-by-step 
process that our space program is 
followmg and related the entire 
space effort to our national goal. 

Topics covered included boost- 
ers, the Apollo Mission, problems 
incun'ed by man and machines 
in space, propulsion, unmanned 
space explorations, and interplan- 
etary probes. Special emphasis 
was placed on current and future 
manned aerospace developments, 
including plans for placing Amer- 
ican astronauts on the moon by 
1970. 

The team members further dis- 
cussed their frequent visits to 
various aerospace projects. They 
told of their discussions with 
scientists who have envisioned our 
future aerospace activities, with 
engineers who are designing and 
building America's space vehicles, 
and with the astronauts who plan 
to actually land a lunar excur- 
sion model on the moon in this 
decade. 

The Aerospace Presentations 
Team is an activity of Air Uni- 
versity, the educational, doctrinal, 
and research center of the United 
States Air Force. The team was 
established less than five years 
ago, when the Pentagon directed 
Air University to take, as a public 
service, the message of this coun- 



try's aerospace program and its 
relation to our national gonlti to 
the American people. 

Fame of the original team, a 
part-time operation, spread rapid- 
ly, and soon it was impossible to 
fill the many requests for prc^sen- 
tations. Consequently, Air Uni- 
versity reorganized this briefing 
activity into two full-time, thrue- 
man teams of articulate officers, 
liighly qualified to describt! the 
technical aspects of our national 
space efforts in the layman'.s lan- 
guage. 

Now in its third year as n full- 
time operation, the Air University 
Aerospace Presentation Team 
makes hundreds of aerospace lec- 
tures annually to educational, 
civic, and scientific groups 
throuehout the nation and Europe.

Prize - Winning Mr. Quaker 
Gives Patriotic Assembly 



Val Gould, known to millions of 
AmericEm students and adults as 
Mr. Quaker, presented a patriotic 
program dramatizing the basis of 
American democracy. In a Janu- 
ary 11 assembly. 

Drawing from his direct experi- 
ence gained in eastern Europe, 
Mr. Gould compared the two sys- 
tems of government, democracy 
and Communism, and pointed out 
their basic differences. He ex- 
plained that democracy recog- 
nizes the presence of a God, and 
rules men as though a divine cre- 
ator exists, while communism de- 
nies the existence of a God, and 
governs as though there is no 
such authority. This symptom 
is apparent in all phases of oper- 
ation of the two systems of gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Gould also pointed out that 
the present generation of Ameri- 
cans is unique in that it will be 
called upon to provide leadership 
for the free world in the years • 



ahead. He warned his audience 
not to think that a majority of 
today's youth is involved in il- 
legal activities, for 96% of them 
never get mto serious legal trou- 
ble. 

Several years prior to 1953, Val 
Gould was a dramatic actor, sing- 
er, and dramatic reader. In 
1948-49 he spent several months 
in Germany as an entertainer and 
producer of shows for the Ameri- 
can Armed Forces durmg the 
Berlin Airlift. At the edge of the 
Iron Curtam, during the first con- 
frontation of the Western Demo- 
cracies and Communism, Mr. 
Gould had a unique opportunity 
to observe the practices of Com- 
munism from a close point. He 
became deeply concerned with 
our servicemen's lack of knowl- 
edge of both their own heritage 
and the true nature of Commu- 
nism. 

As a result, Mr. Gould conceiv- 
ed the idea of utilizing his knowl- 



edge, experience, and dramatic 
talents to present to young Amei- 
icans a special program emplia- 
sizing our country's rich heritage. 

The Quaker Oats Company and 
Mr. Gould met in 1953. Smce that 
time he has spoken to over three 
million high school and college 
students and adults throughout the 
country. The remarkable nation- 
wide acceptance and endorsement 
of the Mr. Quaker program is 
apparent in the thousands of tes- 
timonial letters which his com- 
pany has received over the years 
from educators, students, parents, 
and civic groups. 

On February 22, 1965, at Valley 
Forge, Pa., the Mr. Quaker pro- 
gram was the recipient of one oi 
the five Principal Awards in tht 
American General category, pre- 
sented by the Freedoms Founda- 
tk)n. Colonel John Glenn present- 
ed the encased George Washing- 
ton Medal to Mr, Gould.

Reading Tests Given To Students

The Reading Emphasis portion of the Freshman Course of 
English was brought into being on the basis of a test for 
reading deficiency taken by students upon entering PBJC. 

This reading test checks tlie words per minute and the 
rate of comprehension of each student. It was found that 
many of the students' reading speeds were less than 200 
words per minute, A college student's reading speed 
should be around 400 words per minute with 70-80 percent 
comprehension. 

Somehow the word reached students that Mr. Huber was 
aiding others with reading deficiencies. As students ap- 
proached Mr. Huber about this subject, he conceived tiie 
idea of starting a program which would help students with 
these deficiencies. 

The program has been in existence for five years, but 
this is the first semester that the program has been every 
period of every day from 7:30 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. The stu- 
dents can go to .'^D 6 as many times as they wish. Either 
Mr. Huber, Mr. Goffi, or Mrs. Leggit is on duty. 

There are several types of machines for the different 
types of reading deficienees. Tliey are: The Reading 
Rateometer, which forces the student to read rapidly; the 
Reading Pacers, which is an instructional madiine designed 
for increasing reading jKiwer, rate, comprehension, vocabu- 
lary, «ord clue attack skill, and evaluation of the material 
read. 

Once a student reaches the 700-800 words per minute 
level, he is assigned to the Skimming and Scanning Ma- 
chine, which is designed to help the student develop tech- 
nique tor looking up certain bits of information.

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SGA Oppressed Here? Not Much! 




Can student governments operate without ad- 
ministration intervention? 

The inevitable answer is yes. 

Does PBJC student government operate 
minus administration oppression? 

Evidently not. 

At the first Senate meeting of the present 
term, Dean Glynn made an appearance sug- 
gesting, among other things, that the Senate 
appropriate approximately $70 for 50 vests. 

These vests were said to be needed lor iden- 
tlfication purposes for guides at events such 
as Open House. 

At that t^me the Senate agreed that they 
would act promptly on the matter. 

They did indeed. 

Come the next meeting, January 20, Senator 
Canipe "presented a bill concerning the buying 
of vests by the S.G.A. to be used by guides 
for P.B. J.C. activities. The cost would be about 
$70 for 50 vests. Discussion followed. Senator 
Fischer seconded the bill. It was voted on and 
DEFEATED." (The above is quoted from the 
minutes. Capitalization was added.) 

The discussion that followed was mostly a 
ramble. The majority were opposed to the 
cost, and the impraetlcality of wearing a vest. 

One Senator suggested small pin-on ribbons, 
another large sashes. At any rate the Senate 
wa.s opposed — a vest is a v^st is a — and 
quite vociferously defeated the bill. 

Realizing the urgency requested by Dean 
Glynn, Senator Chuck Massey (a voting ab- 
stainer) suggested a committee look into an 
alternative. He and Senator Patsy Treadwell 
tthe only "yea" voter) were appointed. Then 
Senator Janet West moved that the Senate 
help Dean Glynn. 

It might be noted that Dean Glynn was not 
present at that meeting. Not so the next week. 

In what must be the fastestever action by 
a Senate committee this year, Senators Massey 



and Treadwell nmde their report the following 
week, January 27. 

Both seemed assured thai vests were the 
only feasible answer. 

Dean Glynn, conspicuously present at this 
meeting, then proceeded to do what might be 
called "demonstrating on the Senate floor." 

He attested that the vest was the most logi- 
cal, if not the only, solution. 

Dean Glynn coaxed Senator Sherry Kallioi- 
nen from her seat and allowed her to model 
the vest. 

Amid jibes and laughs, Senator Kalllolnen 
turned around and around for the amused 
audience. Greg Breitenbeck drew a like ap- 
praisal when he donned the vest. 

Despite the vast disapproval of the vest, 
the reconsidered bill was this time passed — 
not so vociferously as the week before, though. 

Instead, the "yeas" were barely audible, 
as were the few ^pr^ctically-sttfled "nays." 

AU of the above converges: Senatore Massey 
and Treadwell appeared to have been "con- 
verted" within the week; Dean Glynn's ap- 
pearance at the meeting was an obvious factor 
upon the Senate's vote. 

Senator Treadwell, when asked her opinion 
on the bill's acceptance, said, "It may not be 
popular this year or even three or four years 
from now, but the least we could do is give it 
a chance." 

Members of the Senate must rememljer that 
they are not voting for this year only. They 
are voting for future students. 

What they may hide away as a bad turn of 
events for this year will again occur next year 
when guides view and wear these vests. 

It would appear better judgment in the 
future to have the concerned party leave the 
Senate room during the vote, especially ad- 
ministration or faculty members who still hold 
an aura of grade-school teachers with paddles 
in their hands.

PBJC is not going to be 
able to recruit the cream of the 
liigh school scholar-athletes be- 
cause this school does not have 
the prestige, reputation or money 
of large universities.

My Dear Editor, 

It has come to my Imowledge, 
purely by accident. I just hap- 
pened to hear two members of the 
S.G.A. talking about it. What I 
am referring to is the bus to St. 
Pete for the basketball game Fri- 
day Jan. 21. Supposedly the Stu- 
r'ent Senate appropriated funds 
(approx. 5300) but of the S.G.A. 
treasury, which is the student ac- 
tivity that 2800 students paid last 
semester. 

Now this bus can hold 37 people; 
which is all well and good. I 
realize that the S.G.A. cannot sup- 
ply rides to St. Pete for all the 
student body. But the 37 that do 
,s;o are getting, on just this one 
S.G.A. adventure, $8.00 aprox. re- 
turn on their activity fee. Of 
course the Student Senate fixed a 
fee of $1.00 per student but this 
is still $7.00 of the activity fee, 
which is over 2/3 of the activity 
fee per student alloted to the Stu- 
dent Government. 

Besides that, according- to the 
minutes of the meeting of Jan. l.S, 
1966 of the Student Senate, the 
Bill about the bus was defeated. 
I QUOTE from the minutes of that 
meeting. 

"Senator Stravino presented a 
bill to appropriate $267. to chartar 
a bus to go to the St. Pete game 
on Jan. 21, and to charge $2.00 
per person. Discussion followed. 
Senator Fischer moved to accept 
the Bill. It was seconded by Sen- 
ator Canipe, voted on and de- 
feated." 

How then was the bus char- 
tared? If the Senate vetoed the 
Bill then how and why was there 
a bus to St. Pete? Well it seems 
that the Bill was brought up Jan 
20, 1966, and passed. And by 
some strange force the bus was 
already secured and the elite 37 
went to St. Pete. 

Up to now I have explained this 
legal business of the bus. I do not 
object to the idea of chartaring a 
bus to go to the av\ay games of 
the basketball team. I think Jt is 
a fine cxliibltion of school ^irit, 
\ihich is something that this school 
could use. What I object to is the 



fact that tlie major portion of this 
list of 37 people is of Circle K, 
Kettes, Beachcomber and S.G.A., 
the "big" organizations on cam- 
pus. What I would like to know 
is how their names got on the list, 
if the list was only to be started 
on Fri. Jan. 21, 1966. I know for 
a fact one senator fold me that 
he was getting off from work to 
go. He told me that his name was 
on the list that was supposed to 
start on Fri. Jan. 21, but lie told 
nie this on Tliur.s. during the Sen- 
ate meeting. This is also true of 
one of the officers of Kettes and 
S.G.A. who said they were going. 

Now this is just three members 
of those "big" organizations on 
campus that I talked to. Upon in- 
vestigation I secured a list of the 
37 people who were going. On it 
there are six senators, eight mem- 
bers of Circle K and Kettes, eight 
members of the Beachcomber 
staff, plus the ten cheerleaders and 
two faculty members. This leaves 
only three seats left to those not 
members of the "big" organiza- 
tions on campus. 

What I would like to know is 
who the S.G.A. ser\'ing? The 
S.G.A.? The "big" organizations 
on campus? It seemes to me that 
the "big" organizations on cam- 
pus are taking a free trip to St. 
Pete at the expense of the student 
body hi many ways but I do not 
feel that in this instant they are 
looking out for the best intere-st.s 
of the student body. Rather It 
would appear that they are look- 
ing out for the best interests of 
themselves. 

I would think the S.G.A. would 
have made more annolmcements 
about this bus trip and if neces- 
sai7 provide rides for more peo- 
ple. I feel that the "secret" bus 
trip is an injustice to the student 
body for which the Student Gov- 
ernment is supposed to serve. I 
only hope that in the future the 
bus business is handled in a more 
diplomatic way because as it 
stands now it is a smear to the 
"big" organizations on campus as 
well as the S.G.A.

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New Switchboard Super - Efficient 



Less obvious than the construc- 
tion taking place on campus, but 
just as important, is the moderni- 
zation of PBJC's telephone system. 
The outmoded hand switchboard 
has been replaced by an up-to-date 
unit which can be easily and ef- 
ficiently operated, yet which occu- 
pies much less space. 

According to Mrs. Lois Kaskey. 
operator of PBJC's switchboard 
for the past four years, "The new 
unit has two important advantages 
over the old one. First, it allows 
room for expansion, while we had 
reached capacity on the old board. 
And second, it is much easier to 
work with, and so the operator 
can take more time to make a 
good impression on the people who 
call the switchboard. A person's 
first contact with the college is 
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usually by phone, and this new 
equipment allows me to be a good 
public relations manager as well 
as a source of information." 

Tlic neivv system allows any two 
phones on campus to connect with 
each other without first going 
through the switchboard. Also, 
outside calls can be made dlrtnitly 
from any phone on campus, hi- 
stead of having to a.sk for an out- 
side line. 

"Th's equipment is the latest 
development in telephone service," 
says Mrs. Kaskey. "There are 
only four such systems in the 
state. So we get many advantages 
that aren't available anywhere 
else. 

"For example, if an incoming 
call wants a certain extension on 
campus, and that phone is already 
in use, I can 'camp on' that line. 
When it is cleared, the outside call 
will automatically be connected." 

Another unusual feature of the 
new system is its ability to detect 
a phone that has been left off the 
hook. "If this happens, and no 
one dials a number within 15 sec- 
onds," Mrs. Kaskey explains, ''a 
light will appear on my board. So 
if an emergency arises, and some- 
one manages to pick up a receiver. 
I can help him even if he can't 
(lial a number." 

You might say that Mrs. Kaskey 
grew up in the telephone business. 
When she was three, her father 
bought a small farm exchange, 
consisting of 300 phones, in south- 
em Michigan. "I have worked 
with telephones since I was old

Science Ctub Finds Fossils 
raeCDQaCBdG^ On Bone Valley Field Trip 
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The discovery of a lai-ge fossil- 
ized skeleton highlighted a field 
trip made recently by PBJC's Sci- 
ence Club. 

The club traveled to Bartow 
Saturday to search for relics 
among the phosphate mines which 
dot central Florida. The region, 
known as the Bone Valley Forma- 
tion, is noted for its abnormally 
high concentration of fossils. 

As guests of the International 
Minerals and Chemical Corpora- 
tion, the club members were al- 
lowed to go into the mining pits. 
There they used picks and shovels 
to excavate many fossils. 

Among the finds were petrified 
bones of such animals as masta- 



rlons, woolly mammoths, and sa- 
ber-tooth tigers, estimated to bo 
10 to 15 million years old. Many 
ancient sharks teeth were also 
im covered. 

"The largest skeleton we found 
hasn't been identified yet," said 
Mr. Jolin Gross, faculty advisor 
of the club. "But a member of 
our Biology Department is looking 
at it, and we expect to have it 
classified soon." 

All discoveries will be on display 
at the club's next meet, on Tues- 
day, February 15, at 11:00 a.m., in 
SS 52. A guest , speaker at this 
meeting will deliver a talk on 
rocks, minerals, and gem csutting.

Confusing Double Standards 

An issue which will directly Influence PBJC's future showings in 
athletics will be brought before the Faculty Senate for voting this 
Thursday. 

The Issue In question concenis the lowering of grade point require- 
ments for athletic elegiblllty. 

A committee report on this subject has been made before the 
Faculty Senate stating the pros and cons and the feasibility of changing 
this standard. 

In the past there has existed a very confusing "double standard" 
Involving requirements for staying off probation and for remaining 
athletically eligible. 

Regarding probation, a student can fall below the 2.0 average and 
yet not h". placed on probation providing his average conforms to the 
cunittlative point average as stated on page 20 of the student handbook. 

On the other Wid, if a student participating in athletics falls below 
a 2.0 average, he cannot participate in athletics, even though he may 
not have been placed on probation. 

The National Junior College Athletic Association requires that an 
athlete acquire only a 1.5 average for the preceding semester providing 
the student carried 10 hours of academic work previously. The Florida 
State Junior College Athletic Association requires only a 1.5 overall 
average providing a student has taken 12 hours previously. 

The reason for these requirements is the great period of adjustment 
needed lor students entering college after high school. 

Last term, out of *44 full time male freshmen day students, only SOS, 
or roughly 53%, achieved a grade point average of 2.0 or better. 

Six hundred forty-nine freshman males last semester had a GPA 
of 1.6 or better. This means that an additional 15% freshmen would be 
eligible for athletics, should the requirements be lowered. 

In addition, 675 out of these 944 students had a cumulative average 
of 1.6 or better, showing an even greater percentage of students which 
would be eligible. 

The way It now stands, only about one out of every two freshman 
males have a 2.0 or better. 

We feel that a fair adjustment period for these students is necessary 
and should be taken Into consideration when planning eligibili^ 
requirements. 

Reliable sources stated that during the faculty senate meeting in 
which Mr. Charles Graham gave the report of the grade point com- 
mittee, Mrs. Erling, chairman of the Physical Education Department, 
took a negative stand on the lowering of athletic elegibility requirements, 
and requested that the .senate vote against the recommendations of 
the committee. 

We respect Mrs. Erllng's reasons for advocating that the 2.0 
standard be retained but we feel that this stand is unfair to the coaches 
in her own department. 

She Is not under pressure to compile a respectable won-lost record 
as are some coaches. The best coach in the business is going to fail 
it he doesn't have the material to work with. 

While there are probably some very good reasons for not Imvering 
the elegibility standard, the fact remains that as long as the 2.0 require- 
ment stands, the number participating on PBJC athletic teams will 
suffer. If a coach has only a handful of good players try out and make 
the team who might have previously been inelegible because of the 
higher standard, we /eel our stand is justified. 

We see no reason why a student nlio renmins off probation should 
»ot be allowed to participate in athletics. We hope the Faculty Senate 
sees the need for lowering the standards, and will eliminate the double 
standard by voting to lower athletic eUgibUify requirements next 
Thursday. 

Faculty Takes Interest 

W»h the appearance of three faculty and administration 
members at the Student Senate meeting February 10, a mile- 
stone was reached. 

Deans Davey and Atwell and Dr. Bottosto attended the 
meeting. When called upon and when volunteering informa- 
tion these three were of Invaluable assistance. 

True, they possibly could have shortened their offerings 
substantially, but the Senate would have been in the dark on 
the issues concerning "Sing Out '66" and the Vietnam poll. 

The Beachcomber finds merit in faculty and administrators 
taking part in Student Senate meetings. However, any and all 
fTiembers who might influence the direct vote of the Senate 
should be requested to leave promptly. 

In future meetings the Senate should take heed from the 
advice from faculty and administration, while the latter must 
realize that it is only a one hour meeting. 
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PBJC's OWN little man on campus, Dewey Doer, looks in on the cafeteria floor and appears 
to be as bewildered as a student attempting to straddle campus construction. Perhaps a little 
more concern would make life easier for the campus maintenance staff.

Why Not Cash? 

PBJC personnel who maintain checking accounts of their 
own run into a dead-end when trying to cash a check on 
campus. 

The Student Handbook states, "Students may cash checks in 
the cafeteria in amounts up to $5, providing funds are avail- 
' able". However, a student who tries to do so invariably re- 
ceives a negative answer. The cafeteria would rather give 
credit to students in certain cases than cash a check. 

Checks are accepted on campus for payment of fees, books, 
and library fines, but there is not a place where a check can 
be cashed. 

Check cashing is a service offered to students at many 
junior colleges and universities throughout Florida. An exam- 
ple of this program is the campus bookstore at the University 
of Florida, where a check up to fifteen dollars will be honored. 

Businesses near PBJC's" campus, will cash checks to stu- 
dents provided they have a valid driver's license and PBJC's 
ID card. 

We consider this to be a fine gesture on their part; how- 
ever, should a student have to go outside campus to cash a 
check? 

In establishing a check cashing system at PBJC two main 
problems would arise: The possibility of bad checks and an 
increase in the amount of money which would be needed to 
be kept on campus. 

A bad check is a bad check. Whether it is cashed or accept- 
ed for payment, it still takes the same amount of time chasing 
down the student involved. 

The college insurance policy determines the amount of 
money that can be kept on campus, according to Mr. George 
Tate, Assistant Director of Services. This amount is usually 
vithin one or two hundred dollars of this limit. The solution 
s to simplf limit the amount of the personal checks that can 
)e cashed to a rather small sum, such as $10 or $15. Risk of 
eceiving bad checks could be cut down to a minimum by re- 
quiring the presentation of the ID card, as well as a second 
identification, such as a driver's license, when cashing a check. 
Also, a nominal service fee could be charged. This fund should 
more than offset any possible losses. 

Obviously, in establishing a check cashing service on cam- 
pus, the benefits to the students, faculty, and staff wiil greatly 
exceed any problems that may arise. 

College Creates The Man ... 

"The experience that makes the deepest difference in any 
3oy or girl is the experience of going to college. It is there 
fhat the man, the woman, is created; for it is there that thought 
begins,- and in our society there is no more noticeable differ- 
ence . . . between the thoughtful and the unthoughtful person." 
These are the words of Mark Van Doren, distinguished 
Pulitzer prize winner, biographer, fiction writer, critic, and 
poet. 

What is this difference Van Doren refers to? He calls it 
magic; the change from child to human being. What is the dis- 
tinguishing quality of any person? 

The process of learning is certainly more than the accumu- 
lation of grades; it involves much more. 

The quality of a person's mind is a much more useful asset 
than a straight "A" record. 

This magical change that books cause s-t-r-e-t-c-h-e-s the 
mind with the desire and ability to read. It is hoped that in 
college the student will learn to cultivate his mind, which is 
uniquely his own. 

"The habit of buying and reading books is the clearest indi- 
cation of an educated person, whether in or out of college. 
But it starts in college, for any student who is genuinely there. 
It is a habit he will cherish as long as he has life."

Sing-Out ()6" gave a rocking per- 
formance to a 650 standing-room- 
only crowd at the Flagler Mu- 
seum. The performance was an 
unprecedented success as express- 
ed by Mr. G. R. Bedford, Diroclor 
of the Flagler Museum, "I have 
seen them all, from Churchill to 
Kennedy, and all the Broadway 
shows, and never, never, have 1 
heard such applause or praise 
for a performance." 

PBJC had a couple of chances 
to bring this group to the campus. 
On Thursday, February 4, nicin- 
bors of tlie cast addressed the Stu- 
dent Senate. Unfortunately when 
the cast was available the follow- 
ing Friday, a liealth test was 
scheduled to be given in Ihe audi- 
torium. Due to conipHcatlonH, 
the test could not be rescheduled 
for another time. 

Student interest was raised at 
this setback. A spontaneous peti- 
tion appeared on campus, Wednes- 
day, February 9. Four hundred 
names were gathered in a seven- 
hour period. 

On Thursday, a small number 
of "Sing-Out 66" members were 
invited to the Senate nieottng 
again. Nothing defhiite was de- 
cided. However, |>eople were nil- 
tliorized to pursue the matter lur- 
ther in the hope that tlie group 
could come the following week. 
Complications rose witldn the pro- 
duction itself mailing it InipoKslbIc 
for "Sing-Out 66" to visit the cani- 
|)us the following week. 

A point was raised concerning 
the cost it would take to get the 
show. Taking it from one who 
knows — since PBJC is under the 
County School Board, a forty-five 
minute show, which is the normal 
length for our assemblies, would 
have run $100. If the campus 
would have wanted tlie full two- 
hour show it would have run $500. 
The $3000 previously stated by a 
columnist last week only applies 
to universities, or private col- 
leges, and was a complete mis- 
nomer for this college. 

With the interest vi'hich this 
group generated, it is the hope mid 
belief of many that when this 
group returns to Florida, PBJC 
shall have the pleasure of hn\'liig 
"Sing-Out 66" i)erform on cam- 
pus. If this represented will and 
desire is not appreciated, thca 
the people of PBJC should bo the 
first to applaud the tyranny, and 
despotism of autocrats, rulers, and 
Kings.

Basketball 1965-66 at PBJC has ended its first 
season with a less than spectacular record. The 
Pacers finished the season with one victory and 
eighteen marks in the losing column. 

This basketl)aU season has seen many problems 
plajing a big part in the record recorded. No 
team in the state had as big a turnover in personnel 
as did the Pacers. 

When Palm Beach opened its season in Orlando 
in November the starting lineup read: Manny Car- 
reno, Randy Stewart, Dave Yates, Steve Gold- 
fadden, and Dave Herchenhahn. Against Broward, 
last game of the season, one guard, Cai-reno, was 
still on the scene. Also, many of the second team- 
ers at the start of the year were replaced at the 
semester break. 

A combination of grades and quitting were the 
reasons for the change-over. For an individual to 
participate in intercollegiate sports here, he must 
maintain a 2.0 academic record. 

After the term break, a new crop of Pacers joined 
the team, these being Lon Yohe, Bob McGill, 
Dwayne Karmasin, Tom Coburn, Gernse Morehead, 
Kussdl Black, Mike Boggy, Dana Dahlene, Charlie 
Wright, Manny Carreno, Lloyd Dollins, and Dean 
Turkett, were the ones left from the first crop. 

Victory came hard for the Pacers. They saw 
many chances barely escape them. Florida Keys 
edged PBJC, 79-78, after taking the Palm Beach 
quintet by only six the week before. Edison of 
Fort Myers narrowly escaped the clutches of the 
Pacers as they took home 68-65 win. 

After leading by a point at halftime against 
Indian-River, the Pacers could not hold their lead, 
losing 64-59 to the Pioneers. 

Palm Beach had to travel 150 miles to watch its 
first victory of the season. The win came over 
Polk Junior College, 61-55, in Winter Haven. 

Coach Tanner found it necessary to change his 
style of play during the latter part of the season. 
Using a "slow-down" type of offense, the Pacers 
were able to notch their only victory and remain 
close in many others. 

lx)u Yohe, one of the Pacer newcomers, played 
a major role in the success of this style. 

Although statistics never teU the true story of a 
team, they are a part of the story. Lou Yohe has 
led the Pacers in scoring this second term, his top 
performance being 30 points. 

Relwunding leaders have been Tom Coburn and 
Lloyd Dollins. 5'8" guard, Manny Carreno, has 
l)een the sparkplug of the Pacers. Manny, who was 
out for the team the complete year, has been a 
crowd-pleaser with his fancy ball handling and 
many assists. 

One tiling al>out this season's record slate, next 
year's team will start the season 0-0. PBJC has 
now learned what it is like to present an Inter- 
collegiate basketlMill team and the problems that 
occur.

The main area has two folding 
aluminum doors that can divide 
the gym in halt. These doors, 
costing $16,000, will enable two 
physical education classes to he 
conducted at the same time with- 
out interfering with one another, 
A laundry room, three storage 
rooms, two ticket booths, four fa- 
culty offices and a faculty dressing 
room are located in the front of 
the gym. The storage rooms are 
equipped with dehumidifiers to 
protect leather goods from mildew- 
ing. 

Also located in the front of the 
gym is a 100-seat classroom and 
Chairman of the department of 
Home Economics, Health and 
Physical Education, Mrs. Elisa- 
beth Erling's offices. TIio class- 
room, which can lie divided into 
two 50-seat classrooms, is equipped 
with audio-visual equipment. Mrs. 
Erling's inner offiM will be car- 
peted, donated by the Civinettcs. 
The former men's and women's 
shower and locker rooms have 
been combined to make the wom- 
en's shower and locker room. All 
the storage areas have been re- 
moved and the facilities have been 
renovated. The locker room boasts 
nearly twice the former floor 
space. 

The men's shower and locker 
room is entirely new and wUl 
have a training and first aid room. 
This room mil be complete with 
a permanent whirlpool bath. 

The gym complex, with the ex- 
ception of several facilities, will 
be complete in a few weeks, 
PBJC will then have not only a 
gym ^^1th ample seating space at 
basketball games, but one that will 
have enough space to be used for 
concerts and dances.

Faculty Decides Qualifications 

Two weeks ago, an editorial appeared in the Beachcomber 
in support of adjusting the grade qualifications for participa- 
tion in athletics at P8JC. 

We stated that we feel an adjustment period for incoming 
freshmen is necessary and should be taken into consideration 
when planning eligibility requirements. 

The student senate also drafted a resolution to be read 
before the faculty senate prior to their voting on the issue, 
which stated that the student senate supported the changing 
of the requirements. 

When the issue came up before the faculty senate, it was 
decided, after discussion, to put the matter to a referendum 
vote. 

Although the ballot helped clarify many points and brought 
out several necessary, pertinent facts, we feel that all the issues 
could not have been explained in detail on the ballot to those 
voting. 

Faculty members not attending the senate meetings nnay 
not have had an opportunity to hear the athletic committees' 
reasons for advocating the changing of the grade point level. 

We hope none of the voting faculty let their decisions be 
influenced by pressures or personal prejudices. 

We would like to assume that those voting in departments 
which are not directly involved with intercollegiate activities 
might have taken this opportunity to give their colleagues who 
must compete, a vote of confidence and that they voted for 
the proposal. 

All voting ballots were to have been in by Wednesday 
and the results announced later. 

Whatever the outcome of the voting, we hope that all those 
who voted, did so in the best interests of all PBJC students.

Quarter System In '67 

Florida education is not going to better itself with the 
quarter system. 

When the Governor of Florida, the Honorable Haydon 
Burns, set out on his campaign trail a year and a half ago, he 
politically promised Florida students and educators that he 
would dispense with the unruly trimester alias "trimonster." 

Mr. Burns has fulfilled his promise, but only for promise's 
sake. 

By handing the state college and universities the quarter 
system, the State Board of Regents will upset Florida education 
more than stabilize it. 

Upon the inception of the trimester in Florida, educators 
and students alike vociferously reprimanded the state for ap- 
proving of a schedule that would place all involved into frenzy. 

Granted, the colleges and universities must have an efficient 
system, but not to the extent of endangering the student and 
educator. 

With most other schools on the semester or trimester, teach- 
ers will find it exceedingly difficult to further their studies dur- 
ing the summer months with the unconventional dates initiated 
by this system. 

Indeed, the quarter system will almost necessitate that stu- 
dents attend the normal three-hour class four times per week. 

This kind of scheduling stands little success with a five-day 
week. Instead, it is practically inevitable that students will at- 
tend classes on Saturday. 

On the junior college level a great number of students must 
work part-time on weekdays and Saturdays in order to meet 
traveling expenses. 

Holding classes on Saturdays, then, would seriously jeopar- 
dize the education of many; and this is a system to help edu- 
cate more students! 

By throwing out the trimester the State Board of Regents 
has shown complete disregard for a system operative for only 
three years. 

Since the semester was in use for 50 years, it seems hardly 
feasible that the trimester has received a fair evaluation. 

The quarter system will prove to be a turkey — without 
the cranberry sauce! 

Something Or Anything? 

"In lieu of nothing, this is something." 

The above statement is that of a PBJC coach and physical 
education instructor. Reference was to the recent decision to 
require inactive PE students to take fitness tests. 

When students registered for this term they chose the kind 
of physical exercise they preferred. Upon reporting to classes, 
however, they wer.p informed they would not dress out until 
the new gym was finished. (At that time completion date was 
given as "around mid-term.") 

Students received explanation revealing that the new locker 
rooms were not yet available for occupancy nor were the 
showers operative. 

At next meeting students were told that a term paper 
was necessary to fulfill the inactive class requirement — a paper 
to be evaluated for a grade. 

A final examination has always been mandatory for PE 
classes, so all students knew they would have to study for 
paper work. 

To insist, however, that a large portion of the grade depend 
on a research paper is unfair. 

Students fully capable of participating well physically are 
not necessarily as adept at writing about the subject, and can- 
not be judged fairly considering their intentions for enrolling. 

Now, with the fitness tests being conducted, these students 
are given a chance to exercise, but not for a grade. 

It seems to be a vast loss of time for both the student and 
instructor to have to conduct a class described as just "some- 
thing."

llamlet" Opens On PBJC Stage 
March 17, A Play Within A Play

The PBJC Theatre has aban- 
doned all restraint in announcing 
that the attraction opening there 
on March 17 is the world's great- 
est and most populai' play, con- 
fident that no one will dispute 
these superlatives, since the play 
is "Hamlet," Shakespeare's un- 
questioned masterpiece. 

Roger Gies is starring in the 
coveted title role of the reluctant 
prince hounded into plotting a 
vengeance he would rather avoid, 
with the challenging opportunity 
to deliver the famous soliloquies 
of passion, doubt, poetry and 
tingling humor. 

In porb-aying this prince who 
grieves, feigns madness (he is 
"but mad north-north-west and 
when the wind is southerly knows 
a hawk from a handsaw"), pro- 
duces a play within the play "to 
catch thq conscience" of his mur- 
derous uncle, cracks the noble 
heart of the sweetly modest 
Ophelia, kills her father by mis- 
take, wrestles her mourning 
brother and duels with flashing 
swordplay to bring the compelling 
drama to its climax, Roger will 
be following in the footsteps of 



the most notable actors in stage 
history, for whom Hamlet has 
been the great plum of roles and 
their reputation - maker. From 
Richard Bui-bage in Shakespeare's 
time, David Garrick, Edmund 
Kean and Edwin Booth, to John 
Giegud, John Barrymore, Alec 
Guinness, Laurence Olivier, Chris- 
topher Plummer and Richard Bur- 
ton in our own time. 

More than any other of Shakes- 
peare's plays, "Hamlet" has con- 
tinued down the years to be as 
fresh, touching, thought-provoking 
and terrifyingly melodramatic as 
is ever was. Nearly every mod- 
em man finds some of the aspects 
of its lonely, doubt-ridden hero in 
himself, and such lines as Ham- 
let's list of the repellant burdens 
of daily life — 

"The oppressor's wrong the 
proud man's contumely. 

The pangs of dispriz'd love, 
the law's delay, 

The insolence of office, and 
the spurns 

That patient merit of the 
unwortliy takes" — 
sound completely up - to - date, 
though expresses with more elo- 
quence than modem man can

manage. No play has ever con- 
tained so many great lines that 
have become part of everyday 
Enghsh usage, from "There's 
sometliing rotten in the state of 
Denmark" and "The apparel oft 
proclaims the man" to "More in 
sorrow than in anger" and "the 
primrose path" — and many, 
more. 

George Randolph (Polonius) will 
portray the foolish, fawning prime 
minister who beccmies the first 
victim of Hamlet's fits-and-starts 
actions, as he is killed while 
hiding behind a curtain to eaves- 
drop on the Queen's interview with 
her son. Gene Coggin. Denise 
Westoski (Gertrude) is the -queen 
overwhelmed by her son's accu- 
sations. Todd Grayson (Claudi- 
us) as the conniving uncle whom 
Hamlet meant to kill when he 
plunged his sword through the 
curtain. 

Gloria Chepens and Georgia 
Beebe will be seen as Ophelia, 
the sweet maid driven out of her 
wits by the tragic death of her 
father and by Hamlet's mockei-y, 
with the opportunity to act the 
celebrated mad - scene and to 
speak the oft-quoted lines in it 
that include, "Rosemary, that's 
for remembrance" and "You must 
wear your rue with a difference." 

Gig Kramer will be Laetes 
stung by the deaths of his father, 
Polonius, and his sister, Ophelia, 
for whith he holds Hamlet respon- 
sible, and so becomes a tool of 
Hamlet's hostile uncle. 

Others m the cast will be Bill 
Otterson and Ronnie Gies as Ro- 
sencrantz and Guildenstern, the 
old college chums Hamlet wittily 
ridicules when he guesses they 
have been put to spy on him. 
Burt Merriam enacts Horatio, 
Hamlet's trusted friend. Watson 
B. Duncan III, the Ghost of Ham- 
let's father, prompts Hamlet to 
his course of revenge, and Sam 
Morse is the comic Gravedigger 
in the churchyard scene. 

The direction of his monumen- 
tal play about a youth driven to 
scheming his way tlirough court 
politics is in the hands of Mr. 
Frank Leahy, and the scenery 
representing the haUs and battle- 
ments of the medieval castle in 
Denmark, where the action oc- 
curs, is being designed by Mr. 
Fred Coggin.

Graduating sophomores and 
transferring students who need 
transcripts sent to senior institu- 
tions are urged to come to the 
main office and fill out the neces- 
sary forms as soon as possible.

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A Comber Service: Spring Terms Schedule 



The following is a tentative class schedule of Spring Terms I and II for 
both day and evening classes. This schedule is subject to additions and dele- 
tions, but should give each student an idea of what classes are offered and 
when. 

"For the first time, a student may register for both six-week sessions at 
the first registration session", stated Mr. Moss, Coordinator of evening classes. 
If a student is going to attend both sessions, by registering for both at 
the same time, he can save money in some cases under this new system. 

Registration for Spring Term I will be May 4 and 5, and registration for 
evening classes will be held on the same dates, but only at night. Those at- 
tending the second term who still need to register may do so on June 16. 



The maximum class load for any one term is limited to seven hours, pro- 
viding the student is not on probation. In the case of probation a student is 
limited to five hours per term. 

Scholastic standing is computed only three times per year, in December, 
April, and July. Therefore, a students' average for the first term will not be 
computed till the end of the second term. 

Since averages are not computed after the first term, a student on pro- 
bation should check with his counselor to see if his probationary status has 
been lifted, and whether or not he may take more than the regular five hours 
the second term.

Student Government Abolished? 

At the end of this term, government by the students will 
be abolished. 

"Apathy once again rears its ugly head at PBJC" seems to 
be the most apt phrase to describe the dilemma in Student 
Government. 

On Friday, what could hardly be called a rash of students 
meandered into the SGA office to fill out applications fornext 
year's executive offices before the noon deadline. 

A week was allowed for students to fill out applications 
and adequate publicity was given to inform anyone interested 
In qualifications, deadline, etc. 

Ou;- of the half dozen or so applications turned in, only 
four are acceptable, with no office being contested. 

When only a handful "of students make the gesture of ap- 
plying, who is to say whether or not they are qualified for 
leadership in such important positions. 

It boils down to students not caring about their schools, 
their right for self-government, or the future of the SGA as a 
functioning body. 

On the other hand, it seems that even an "uncaring" stu- 
dent would take it as an insult to have his officers elected auto- 
matically because of no opposition. 

Even when there is opposition and much earnest campaign- 
ing as in last fall's senate race, less than one-tenth of the stu- 
dent body cared enough to tak? valuable time out from Lounge 
101 to vote. 

Who says student government will be abolished? The stu- 
dents have declared it so by not supporting their student gov- 
ernment association. 

Because of this apathy, students have taken a big step 
toward ending forever their chances to pick their own enter- 
tainment and activities. 

We don't feel students should be allowed this privilege 
of self government if they don't support their government. 

Parking Lot Problems 

What happens when the movable meets the resistible? If 
things stay the way they are at PBJCs parking lots and drives, 
it won't be long before some unfortunate student finds out 
the answer. 

Driving, or merely walking around our campus has sud- 
denly become a thrilling and dangerous experience, especially 
in the rush of the early morning and afternoon hours, when 
most students and faculty members try to make their way to 
or from the parking lots-. 

Politeness, norms of good driving, and mere safety rules 
are forgotten as drivers and pedestrians dash to and from 
parking places and buildings. 

Car doors fly open in the path of other cars, students step 
in front of moving cars, and cars cut in front of other cars, 
often flashing by at speeds well in excess of the 20 mph limit 
allowed on campus and completely disregarding stop signs 
and other traffic regulating devices. 

When it rains, the problem becomes more acute, as the 
visibility of drivers is considerably shortened and pedestrians 
dash from one building to another. 

But it isn't only the fast-moving cars that cause problems 
in our parking lots. There is also the driver that, when seeing 
a parking spot that is about to become empty, slams on the 
brakes and remains immobile until the parked car drives away, 
sometimes several minutes later, after its driver combs his 
hair, buckles his seat belt, and adjusts the rear view mirror. 
Those waiting drivers don't seem to realize that a line of cars 
is formed behind his car. 

Courtesy and good judgment on the part of the drivers and 
pedestrians would greatly facilitate safer and smoother campus 
traffic.

Deal' Editor: 

One of the most dearly beloved 
bromides of the American educa- 
tional system has fallen under 
close scrutiny by colleges and uni- 
versities throughout the nation. 
This concept, which forms the 
foundation for the secondary 
school system, is about to be ex- 
posed for exactly what it is, an 
out-of-date straight jacket which 
constrains intellectual inspiration 
and movement. The corrosive 
cornerstone of this conventionality 
is "required courses," upon which 
is built the upper-level labyrinths 
thi'ough which students are forced 
to wander. This maze of require- 
ments leads not to "a well-rounded 
student" (as the college handbook 
would have us believe) but to a 
confused and corrupted intellect, 
i To avoid this didactic despotism, 
progressive institutions are initi- 
ating new programs with the em- 
phasis on independence. "Re- 
quired courses" are being spurned 
in favor of liberal plans of study, 
complements by seminars, and 
"tree choice curriculums." The 
Yale faculty voted last month to 
abandon its program of requiring 
a certain distribution of courses in 
various fields. Yale's 1967 college 
bulletin will say that "every rea- 
sonable program" proposed by 
students "will be approved," 

Closer to home, Florida Pres- 
byterian College has developed a 
wide-ranging individual research 
period wherein classes are sus- 
pended and the student body 
spends a month exploring new 
vistas in psyche-stimulating areas 
of the academic field of their in- 
dividual choice. More than a 
score of other colleges have ac- 
cepted and are now utiUzing tliis 
innovation. 

Another stumbling block in the 
path of educational progress which 
is now being re-evaluated is the 
prdblem of grades. Many instit- 
tutions are easing grading pres- 
sures so that, as Brown Univer- 
sity's Dean Robert 0. Schultze 
puts it, students "can roam more 
freely over the academic land- 
scape." Thus, the student would 
be free to experiment and evalu- 
ate without the Damoclean sword 
of grades hanging over his head, 
previously forcing him to draw in 
his intellect rather than project 
it 

In the face of all this academic 
advancement. Palm Beach Junior 
College seems grossly indifferent, 
clinging to traditions as if with- 
out these carefully preserved pre- 
dilections we would perish. Our 
buildings are rising higher and 
our enrollment is increasing geo- 
metrically, but our philosophy 
concerning the process of educa- 
tion is stagnant! A sort of ple- 
bian petrification has settled over 
a potentially dynamic college 
leaving its students in a state of 
lackadaisical limbo. 

For example, the highly praised 
and beneficial seminar (group dis- 
cussion with a free exchange of 
ideas) method is probably the 
most popular mode of learn-ng 
with students, and yet most in- 
structors (with a few brilliant ex- 
ceptions) fail to establish this 
rousing rapport. It is inconceiv- 
able that this infinitely profitable 
tool of teaching is so tragically 
wasted. 

Another equally disconcerting 
"child of tradition" is the previ- 
ously mentioned "required 
courses" dogma in use at our cx)l- 
lege, wherein the student is co- 
erced to choose certain courses 
with much the same confused 
manner as ordering a Chinese 
dinner, choosing one from column

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Air Conaitioning, 
New Dishwasher 
Set For Cafeteria 

The letting of bids on a new dishwasher for the cafeteria is the fii-st 
step in a series of planned improvements for the cafeteria. Fmal bids 
were duo last Tuesday. 
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The new dishwasher will solve 
one of the major problems in the 
cafeteria — dirty dishes coming 
back dirty. The present dish- 
washer is" almost ten years old 
and did not have a pre-wash 
rinse, which resulted in the dirty 
dish problem. The new dishwash- 
er" will have this cycle so the 
problem should be alleviated. The 
dish room will be converted from 
galvanized steel to stainless steel, 
adling to the cleanliness. 

Other improvements have been 
planned for the cafeteria but they 
have not been started yet because 
of many reasons. 

A new floor was going to be in- 
stalled during Christmas vacatioiv 
but it was decided to wait and do 
all the renovating at one time. 

"We want a completely coor- 
dinated effort in redoing the cafe- 
teria," said Mr. George Tate, As- 
sistant Director of Services. 

When the SAC reopens all bulle- 
tin boards and club plaques will 
be moved into the new part of 
the Student Center. It is hoped 
that the students will use the new 
addition as a lounge and the cafe- 
teria as an eating place. 

Student Government President 
Ken Jenne stated, "With Student 
Government paying thousands of 
dollars to give the student body 
a decent place to spend their re- 



laxation time, I hope that the 
students wlil make full use of the 
new addition to the Student Ac- 
livity Center." _ 

By next fall the cafeteria should 
be air-conditioned and heated by 
the Central Air Conditioning Plant, 
scheduled for completion in July. 
Depending on whether or not 
students will use the new SAC as 
a lounge area, the long tables in 
the cafeteria will be removed ui 
favor of smaller ones, seating 
groups of two and four per table. 
Bookshelves are also planned for 
inside the cafeteria. 

Concerning the improvement 
planned President Jenne said, 
"Recently I spoke with Mr. Tate 
about improvements in the cafe- 
teria. He has guaranteed me that 
with student interest in the new 
SAC there will be major improve- 
ments in the cafeteria." 

He continued, "Student Govern- 
ment has been guaranteed a voice 
in these and other improvements 
through a Food Service Commit- 
tee, but as with any thing in Stu- 
dent Government we must ^ have 
student support to succeed." ] 

The Food Service Committee 
will work with Mr. Fisher and Mr. 
Tate in working on the sugges- 
tions from the recent SGA' poll on 
the cafeteria.

A group of students "not satis- 
fied with four candidates for four 
offices" has united to support 
Ken Jenne, current Student Gov- 
ernment President, and Terry 
Bates, current Senate President, 
in a massive \vrite-in campaign.

"The mimeographed baUots wiU 
have the names of the four can- 
didates and the offices for which 
tiiey are running, with a space 
for write-ins for each office," Ljun 
Fischer, Elections Chairman, 

Those runnmg for office whose 
names will appear on the ballots 
are- Chuck Massey, president; 
Sherry Kallioinen, vice president; 
K Canipe, secretary; and Lisa 
Diilany, treasurer. 

Incumbent Jenne, when asked 
his intentions, had ttiis to say: "I 
have been asked by several 
friends and other members of the 
smdent body to actively campai^ 
for re-election. They have aU 



seemed to be dissatisfied with the 
few candidates running for SGA 
offices. Although I reaU2e the 
Shident Go^-ermnent Association 
will lose much of its support from 
the smdent body if these offices 
continue to be uncontested. 1 will 
not actively campaign to be re- 
turned as Student Government 
President." 

Jenne hjrther stated. "On the 
other hand, I will not tr%- to hinder 
a write-in campaign for any mem- 
ber of the student body. If the 
members of the student body are 
dissatisfied, I feel they should ex- 
press themselves in a legal elec- 
tion. I feel that whether a person 
is elected unanimously or by a 
majority of one, we should unite 
behind "the winner so that the shi- 
dent body can be the ultimate 
winner." 

Terry Bates, when later asked 
his intentions, stated: "At first 
I was skeptical of the idea 
because I didn't fed that, if Ken 
and I did agree to the idea of a 
WTite-ih campaign, we could get 
enough student support to make 
the protest effective. After we 
talked it over, we decided that il 
this many sUidents were dissatis- 
fied, then many more must be 



also, and would sjpport us 

Both Jenne and Bates feel tot 
there are many -other students 
qualified and who possess the 
leadership abilities needed ioc 
these offices, but who cannot nm 
at the time for one reason cr an- 
other.

Quarter System 

The future of tlie quarter system 
in Florida education was the main 
topic of discussion at the CoUege 
President's Meeting, held recent- 
ly in Gainesville. 

Attending tiie meeting were 
presidents of colleges and univer- 
sities tliroughout the state, includ- 
ing Dr. Harold C. Manor, PBJC 
President. 

"It is certain tiiat state-support- 
ed upper division schools will use 
the quarter system beginning the 
fall quarter of 1967," stated Dr. 
Manor. "The only question is 
whether jimior colleges will also 
switch to tills system." 

Although tiie change -from the 
trimester to the quarter system 
will involve a number of modifi- 
cations in policy and reforms in 
present operations, many educa- 
tors feel tiiat it is necessary tor 
the future progress of education 
in the state. 

If PBJC does change to the quar- 
ter basis, the new system mU 
not go Into effect until the fall 
luJev of 1967, when up^r ^^ 
slon schools in tiie state make 
the alteration.

Thanks In Order^ but . . . 

While the Beachcomber has been quick to criticize in the 
past, we are equally quick to praise when we feel something 
or someone deserves commendation. 

The Finance Office has been the brunt of their share of 
constructive stabs on our part and now we feel it deserves a 
pat on the back. 

The Finance' Office recently sent a letter to the State Fi- 
nance Office requesting permission to pay honorarium checks 
through internal accounts, thus decreasing the time period 
involved in receiving the checks. 

Last year, students who received honorariums as reimburse- 
ment for work or services rendered around campus were paid 
within a few days after check requisitions were turned in. 
This year however, students could not expect their honorarium 
checks for a minimum of three weeks. When a student has 
no income other than these honorariums, he is in a bind when 
his budget money runs out and checks are so far apart. 

This step is greatly appreciated by students concerned, but 
for others there still exists another problem which needs some 
sort of solution. This problem is the lack of a check cashing 
service on campus. 

Suggestions have been offered in previous issues of the 
'Comber concerning the situation, and Student Government 
has set aside a $200 back-up fund for bad checks if and when 
they should occur. 

This fund will cover bad checks until the person respon- 
sible has time to rectify his mistake. Often because of an error 
in his checkbook, a student may have overdrawn his account. 

We feel, as we stated in the past, that there is much need 
for a check cashing service on campus and we hope the Finance 
Office will take another step to. offer this service to the stu- 
dents.

SAC Lounge Ready For Students; 
Will Open After Final Approval 



Wadsworth's Attendance Statute 
Passed By Senate; Solves Major 
Problem Of Lawmaking Body 




The new addition to the Student 
Activity Center will be ready to 
be turned over to the students of 
PBJC within less than t\yo weeks, 
according to Roy Vander Voord, 
construction superintendent for De 
Vos Construction Company. 

Final approval from the archi- 
tects, contractors, and the Palm 
Beach County Board of PubUc In- 
struction Is needed before the 
594,000 addition can be put into 
use. 

Ping Pong tables, a television 
viewing area, and kitchen space 
are some of the features that the 
new SAC lounge will offer to the 
students. A television set from 
the former Roosevelt Junior Col- 
lege wiU be available for use in 
the TV watching area. 

President of the SGA, Ken 
Jenne, stated, "The new SAC 
building will serve as the first 
true proper social meeting place 
for the entire student body. From 
the plans that I have seen in the 
general make-up of the SAC build- 
ing with its facilities and atmos- 
phere, it will produce a Student 
Activity Center as fine as any in 
the state. My only fear is that 
the students will not utilize this 
fme building. Many tax dollars 
have been spent on it, and many 



dollars of the Student Activity Fee 
wiU be spent on it before it is 
completely furnished." 

He added, "From the enthilsi- 
asm that various organizations on 
campus have shown, I believe the 
students can be assured of a well- 
kept and active Student Activity 
Ccntsr." 

Part of the furniture from the 
"old" SAC lounge will be used in 
the furnishing of the newly-built 
lounge. President Jenne has made 
known his intentions of recom- 
mending tiiat the SGA appropriate 
money out of next year's Student 
Activity Fee to help complete 
furnishing the building. 

The SGA is presently consider- 
ing the purchasing of art works 
from students for display in the 
lounge. Senate President Terry 
Bates has appointed a committee 
to cheek into the purchasing of 
concrete tables and benches for 
the new patio located bet\veen the 
cafeteria and the SAC building.

A Senate statute passed at last 
week's Senate meeting partially 
clarified the student Senate ab- 
sence problem, but the worst is 
yet to come as several senators 
will be affected by tlie statute. 

Many problems have arisen 
from -the previous bill, which was 
written by fonner Senator Gary 
Smiegel. Smiegel's bill called for 
tlie dismissal of any senator, sen- 
ate clerk, or parliamentarian who 
misses two meetings. 

Tliis year after a senator missed 

■ two meetings he came up before 

■ the Senate, gave his reasons for 
: being a'bsent, loft the room, and 

was inevitably voted back in. 

Smiegel's bill failed to specify 
] whetlier two meetings could be 
: missed per term or year. 
l "Senator Smiegel's biU served 
: its purpose well in time of emer- 
: gency. This bill treated absentee- 
: ism severely, but the main effect 

■ was that it provided automatic ex- 

■ pulsion from tlie lawmaking body 
(Student Senate)," said Sopho- 
more Senator Joel Wadsworth, 
cliairman of tlie Senate Statutes 
and By-Laws committee. He con- 
tinued, "This provision was not re- 
cognized by any authoritative 
source and tor this reason needed 
revision." 

The new statute written by 
Senator Wadsworth states that any 



member of the Senate will be 
charged with dereliction of duty 
after three absences per term. 

The statute was written retro- 
active to February 3 because the 
same bill was vetoed by SGA 
President Ken Jenne at that date 
due to the "sloppiness" of the 
bill. After just five weeks under 
the new statute, several Senators 
were to have had charges of dere- 
liction of duly brought against 
them at yesterday's meeting. 

Explaining the new Statute, 
Senator Wadsworth stated, "Our 
new Senate statute simply expands 
the impeachment clause of our 
constitution in a manner botii re- 
c'ognized and approved by all au- 
thoritative sources." 

It the affected Senators are 
impeached, a general election 
must be called within ten days of 
the impeaclinient to fill the vacan- 
cy. A two-thirds majority of a 
quorum of the Senate is needed 
for impeachment. 

This attendance statute was 
slow in coming, but with its ar- 
rival the Senate has one major 
problem out of the way and can 
work on others. 

"I hope the wheels of goveiii- 
ment can maintain traction and 
avoid a wheel-spinning experience 
comparable to the revision of the 
attendance bill," commented 
Wadsworth on the final acceptance 
of the bill.

New ''Medicare 
Available To Aged 



Any student with parents, rela- 
tives, or friends 65 years of age 
or over is advised to notify them 
of the new "Medicare" program 
under Social Securitj', if tliey do 
not already know the provisions. 
A decision must be reached be- 
fore March 31, 1966, or a two-year 
waiting period is required before 
further consideration in the pro- 
gram. 

The Uvo parts of the "Medicare" 
program are listed below. 

Hospital Insurance is provided 
by the government without charge 
to people under this program 
should they be hospitalized. Any- 



one already receiving Sodil Se- 
curity or Raikoad Retirement 
benefits is automatically covered, 
A fee of 13.00 per month is 
charged to anyone in the Medical 
Insurance program, with the gov- 
ernment paying a similar amount 
begining in July of 1966. 

This part of the Medicare pro- 
gram is volimtary and will help 
cover doctors' services and cer- 
tain otlier medical items. 

Persons wlsliing to enroll in the 
Medicare program are urged to 
notify their Social Security office 
immediately.

couldn't attend the meetings. They 
were then asked to leave the room. 

Discussion began and several 
Senators wanted to hear more 
specific reasons for Wade's ab- 
sences. Wade was called back into 
the meeting and asked again why 
she was absent. She repeated that 
she was sick and not in school. 
She left the room. 

The voting then took place and 
both were found guilty by identical 
votes of eleven for and three 
against. There were several ab- 
stentions in each vote.- 

When Treadwell and Wade were 
brought back into the room and 
told they were impeached. Tread- 
well said that it wasn't fair lor 
them to be impeached when Du- 
ane Bonyai hadn't been impeached 
two weeks before. 

Fi-eshman Senator Duane Bonyai 
was charged with dereUction of 
duty under the same attendance 
statute two weeks ago but was 
found not guilty by a vote of 11 
to 10. Bonyai's excuse for being 
absent was because he "had to 
work." 

Massey, TreadweU and Wade 
have each missed five meetings 
for the year, while Bonyai has 
missed eight. 

When questioned about the im- 
peachments brought about by his 
statute, Sophomore Senator Joel 
Wadsworth said "The impeach- 
ments were justifiable."

To Loss Of Scliolars flips

Several students were discon 
tinued from the work scholarship 
program because of lack of funds. 

Although the program had been 
"carefully budgeted" at the be- 
ginning of last Fall term, a re- 
apportionment of funds has be- 
come neoessarj- in order to save 
part of these funds to be used 
during Spring Terra I. 

Departments on campus were 
asked at the beginning of the Fall 
Term to' state the number of stu- 
dent helpers they would need dur- 
ing the current fiscal year. Some 
departments made no provision at 
that time for the Sprmg term. 

Later, some departments in- 
creased the number of student 
aides according to their needs, and 
others who had previously declined 
to have any student helpers de- 
cided that help was needed and 
were assigned one or several stu- 
dents. 



Another fact accelerating the ex- 
penditure of the funds was that 
original plans called for salaries 
ranging from 75c to $1.00 per 
hour, but it was necessarj- to raise 
the minimum salary to $1.2.5 to 
comply with the minimum wage 
law. 

"We felt it would be fair to 
distribute the number of remain- 
ing hours to the departments in 
proportion to their requests for 
student aid at the beginning of the 
fall term," stated Mr. Leon B. 
Warner, guidance center and 
scholarship chairman. 

Student aid was discontinued to 
those departments that didn't re- 
quest student help at the begin- 
ning of the year, and the amount 
of students in other departments 
was cut down to the most essen- 
tial.

Re-evaluation In Store 

Perhaps the Student Senate should re-evaluatS itself. 

Senators Patsy Treadwell and Janie Wade were innpeached 
from the Senate two weeks ago for having missed five meet- 
ings each. 

At an earlier meeting, Duane Bonyai, an eight-meeting 
derelict, evaded impeachment. 

Only a few weeks before, though, the same senators took 
away his chairmanship of the Constitutional Revisions Com- 
mittee because he had failed to call a meeting since his ap- 
pointment last term. 

A week ago, Joel Wadsworth moved to reconsider the 
motion to impeach Bonyai, but the motion was defeated by 
a vote of 10 to 7. 

Why does Bonyai remain in the senate? 

Maybe it's because of senators like K. Canipe, who intro- 
duced a bill to reinstate Ron Wood as Senate President after 
he resigned in December. And then at last week's meeting, 
she asked if a motion could be made to reconsider an im- 
peachment charge after the involved senators had been im- 
peached. 

Maybe it's because a few senators thought Bonyai would 
work if he wasn't impeached. 

It is statements such as these that exemplify that the sena- 
tors neither know much of legal procedure nor care about 
other senators' accomplishments. 

Senator Benny Bohren had the best question of the day — 
"Why should we impeach two senators that I know have 
worked well at times, and then retain a senator who has failed 
to do anything?" 



Passing Or Failing Is Enough 

From the Intercollegiate Press Bulletins the past few weeks 
have come two articles referring to the student's dream. 

In articles about class scheduling at the University of Ro- 
chester and Amherst college, it is revealed that both' are now 
offering courses that undergraduates can select for a grade 
of Passing or Failing. 

The choice of the course is left to the student with the 
stipulation that it not be in his major course of study. 

A program such as these (and the inevitable others that 
have escaped mention in the bulletin) could be of benefit to 
students at PBJC. 

A system like this reduces the pressure for grades and en- 
ables students to become more venturesome in their choice of 
courses. 

To the skeptics that might suggest that students work in a 
class only for the grade. Professor Nowlis of the University of 
Rochester has noted that it had been found that students work 
as hard in courses under systems like the new Rochester plan 
as they do under traditional grading systems. 

On the contrary, Nowlis cautions faculty members: "Lei 
the poor teacher beware there is evidence that students who 
choose this option cut the classes frequently if the course pro- 
vides too little educational challenge." 

The student at these colleges and universities has been 
given a service and seems to be making good advantage of it. 

The student at PBJC deserves ■the same.

The Campus Police have been instructed to ticket all viola- 
tors and not listen to any pleas, etc, in the parking lot. It's 
good to have fairness in this area. 

However, there are still two areas in which nothing has 
been done: Just what are "illegal parking" and moving vio- 
lations? 

When a student parks off a paved area he usually has lit- 
tle or no idea if he is illegally parked. If he parks in the same 
spot everyday, it Is possible to be illegally parked one day 
and then the following day be parked legally. Why couldn't 
parking rules be drawn up to replace the parking ambiguities 
in the Handbook now? 

Moving violations are even a greater problem on this 
campus. A series of slow-down bumps could take care of 
campus speeding and there is no reason that stop sign viola- 
tors cannot be caught and ticketed.

PBJC Construction Has 
One Major Direction... 

UP 
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An important phase in Palm 
Beach -Junior Colleges building 
program will draw to a close 
with the dedication of four new 
buildings by Governor Haydon 
Bums at PBJC's annual Open 
House on April 17. The dedication 
will be from 2:30 to 3:30 p.m. in 
tlie newly finished gym. 

Tfhosc buildings to be dedicated 
nt this time are the Library 
l/oarning Itcsouroes Center, the 
additiim to tiie student loimge, tlie 
lOrm adtlition, and the Central Me- 
chanical Services Plant. 

The Learning Resources Center 
will house audio-visual equipment 
and facilities, a section for re- 
served, reading material, a lib- 
rary and checkout desk, business 
education space and severaJ. 
faculty offices. 

In addition, it will have two 
driilfting rooms where classes will 
meet until the new Technical. 
Facilities Building is completed. 
Tlie cost of the new library has 
been estimated at $885,612. 

Tlie recently completed addi- 
tion to the Student Activities Cen- 
ter Includes a kitchen, additional 



club offices, an outside patio, and 
one large room for social gather- 
ings. The addition has been com- 
pleted for several weeks but has 
not been opened to the student 
body pending its release from the 
contractors and approval of the 
school board. 

The new gym has two basket- 
ball courts, new shower facilities, 
more office space for instructors, 
expanded locker rooms, a lOO-seat 
classroom, a laundry room, plus 
two new ticket booths. The gym 
construction has added 14,600 
square feet of floor space enabl- 
ing 2,000 persons to be seated in 
the new bleachers. 

Tlie Central Mechanical Ser- 
vices Plant will air condition and 
heat ever}' building on campus. 
All present air conditiomng units 
on campus are to be pliased out 
when the new system is com- 
pleted. The approximate cost of 
the plant is $44,000. 
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THREE STORIES -A completed building begins to emerge, the 
tallest and largest single structure on campus. 
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STUDENTS CREATE AND DISPLAY works of art in the gallery of the Humanities Building as 
part of their art courses. Both terminal and university parallel courses are offered. 

Courses Are Styled For Today 



BUSINESS TERMINAL PROGRAM 

The Business Administration 
Department of PBJC has as its 
major objective a varied business 
program with high standards of 
quality. It functions to serve the 
needs of two types of students: 
the student who plans to continue 
his work tovvard a four-year de- 
gree and the terminal student who 
plans to enter business' after one 
or two years of college work. 

The students receive trainitig in 
routine clerical work as a typist, 
file clerk, bookkeeper, reception- 
ist, office madiines, and duplica- 
ting operator. 

DENTAL HYGIENE 

An air-conditioned laiboratory- 
classroom is the home of the 
dental hygiene program on cam- 




pus.- The program is open to 
women residents of Florida only 
and offers an Associate of Science 
Degree. The program also offers 
dental care to college students at 
a nominal fee. 

ART TERMINAL PROGRAM 

The Art Department offers a 
weU-balanced curriculum in art 
for advertising and industry and 
other major art fields. Included 
are: advertising, illustration, ad- 
vertising production, architecture, 
greeting card design, interior de- 
sign, newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertising, merchandising, print- 
ing, photography, dress design, 
art teaching and others. 

The emphaisis in the major art 
courses is geared to meet the 
needs in the various fields of our

technical world today. All the 
major courses in the department 
are presented with professional 
standards as a goal. 

DRAFTING AND DESIGN TECHNOLOGY 

Tliis hvo-year program includes 
courses in general education and 
technically related laboratory 
classes. Classroom instruction 
provides a firm background in 
fimdamental drafting practices 
and presents drafting techniques 
in such areas as are the respon- 
sibility of the draftsman. 

The classes in mechanical draw- 
ing provide background for spe- 
cialization. A choice of civil, 
architectural or machine draft- 
ing, as" advanced study, provides 
specialized training. Mathema- 
tics and general physics courses 



aid students in drafting ■ studies 
and the remaining general studies 
establish a well-rounded educa- 
tion. S.tu dents completing the 
drafting and design technology 
curriculum will be eligible for an 
Associate of Science Degree. 

MEDICAL ASSISTANT 

The increasing demand for 
qualified medical assistants has 
caused the addition of a new 
course of study at PBJC designed 
to fill this need. SIdlls taught in- 
clude learning how to make and 
check appointments, keep records, 
order necessary supplies, handle 
invoices, write letters, and con- 
struct case histories.

Laboratory ex- 
perience and training in hotels 
and motels is provided through 
part-time employment in hotels, 
motels, and clubs. 

The curriculum prepares the 
student for employment in the

LAW ENK5RCEMENT 

A two-year law enforcement 
program is among the specialized 
business, technical, and profes- 
sional programs offered at PBJC. 
Tills course of study provides the 
necessary preparation for begin- 
ning employment as a peace of- 
ficer. 



The course is being offered 
through the cooperation of the 
West Palm Beach Police Depart- 
ment and is taught by Police Ctaef 
William Barnes and some of his 
associates.

Governor Haydon Bums opened 
dedication ceremonies for seven 
new buildings at PBJC April 17 
by stating that "the eyes of the 
nation are on the unique junior 
college system in Florida." 

Speakhig before a hear capaeitj- 
crowd ui the gymnasium, Bums 
said that the cooperation between 
junior colleges and schools such 
as Florida Atlantic Cniversit>- 
"may well be the prototjpe for 
colleges of the future." 

He also praised the quality of 
the curriculum, which he said 
was "unsurpassed anj-where in 
the state and — to my knowledge 
— any-where in the nation." 

The governor said that Florida 
is recognized as the national 
leader in the development of 
junior colleges, and lauded the 
passage of a S75 million bond issue 
two years ago for various educa- 
tional projects. 

Bums pointed out that Junior 
college enrollment, which stood at 
2,400 in 1955, has grown to nearly 
75,000. "We in Florida must con- 



tinue to expand our in-sdtution'i 
of higher learning so that no 
young person in the state may be 
denied a chance to continue his 
education to the extent of his abili- 
ties." he asserted. 

He also urged greater attention 
to vocatiOTial-technical education, 
stating that more than 30 per cent 
of the county's unemployed are 
under 21 years of age. 

"It is not only difficult for this 
group to get a job because of their 
age but in many cases because of 
their lack of skill," he said. "But 
our junior colleges can correct 
this." 

Several large signs boostin; 
Robert King High for govemo 
were displayed while Bums spoke 
but the governor didn't seem ti. 
notice them. 

After the dedication ceremonies. 
a number of visitors to the college 
toured the campus amd viewed 
exhibits prepared for the occasion 
by several departments. Students 
and facultj- were cm hand to greet 
the guests.

Standardization, Please 

While it has been said that what this country needs is a good five cent 
cigar, maybe what this school needs is a good standardiratton \n the physical 
education department. 

Presently, the situation appears to be one similar to a tossed salad. 

A male student enrolling in a PE course is told to obtain the required 
uniform. The student is not told, however, that the "required uniform" could 
be any of a number of "playsuits." 

While we can understand the conventional necessity of wearing a par- 
ticular mode of dress for gymnastics, wrestling, or interpretive dance, dis- 
crepancy is evident when a student must be attired in white in order to bat 
a tennis ball across a court. 

Today, when even many of the international tennis stars wear color dress, 
it appears to be only the instructor's whim to have everyone decked in white 
at the expense of the student.

Editorials 



"Palm Beach Junior College seeks to insure the maximum 
in personal educational service to the individual student at a' 
minimum cost, for the benefit of the individual, of the nation, 
and of society in its effort to achieve its hopes for the future." 

The above passage is a portion of the PBJC Philosophy 
quoted from page 17 of the" Catalog. 

Although It mentions "personal educational service" and 
not simply personal service, we can only assume that this 
omission is an oversight. 

Certainly, the administration, faculty, and staff strive to 
give personal service. While the intentions of people are 
praiseworthy, their doings are not always so. 

Such is the case of the Prophet Company Cafeteria. While 
they surely attempt to serve PBJC, their -actual service falls 
short of the need. 

The vending machines were placed in the Cafeteria as an 
experiment. The Beachcomber is in favor of experiments and 
has supported them in the past. 

However, this experiment is evidenced by poor planning. 
There is a poor variety and service is in need. (There are no 
bill-changing machines and a human changer is conspicuously 
absent much of the time.) 

While some areas on campus could benefit from similar 
types of vending machines, these machines should be a sub- 
stitute for snacks only. 

That the Cafeteria must receive the task of feeding a "rush- 
hour" group in only 45 minutes is no fault of their own. Still, 
the fact that they are not doing this sufficiently^ is all that 
need be heard. 

The Prophet Co. requested permission to use the vending 
machines because they lost money last summer. Not many 
contracts let out on bid such as this one are guaranteed to 
make a profit year-round. A sizable profit in one season of 
the year is considered quite customary for Florida, 

With the machines installed the Prophet Co. needs no 
hired help for cash registers and cooks, and little help for 
cleaning tables; yet with the overhead decreased, prices on 
most things remain the same — others are up! 

When it is seen that the cleaning maids are paid by the 
college payroll instead of the Prophet Co. (a summer stipula- 
tion made by the Prophet Co.), then it seems incredible that 
they make no profit. 

In too many aspects, the experiment has failed. Let's recog- 
nize it as the experiment it is and take a hard look at the re- 
sults.

received rotten lettuce in sand- 
wiches. 

When contacted, the produce 
manager of a national grocery 
chain; dietician of an area hos- 
pital; and dietician of a national 
restaurant chain all agreed that 
lettuce normally only rusts in 
three days rather than deteriorate 
under refrigerated conditions. 

The agreement between Mr. 
Tate, Administrative Head of the 
Cafeteria, and Mr. Fischer, 
Manager of the Cafeteria (Prophet 
Company), is that sandwiches 
have only an eight-hour life in 
the machines, after which time 
they are disposed of. 

Happenings evidenced and sta- 
tistics gathered confirm the fact 
that PBJC does have a food prob- 
lem.

Although the school year of 1965-66 was not the first ex- 
periment for PBJC in big name entertainment, it was the first 
year that it was undertaken seriously with the intent of con- 
tinuing it regularly. 

Three groups, the Mitchell trio, the Brothers Four, and 
Junior Walker, were signed to perform for PBJC students. 
Only two, though, actually made it to the stage; Junior Walker 
failing to appear for Spring Frolics. 

To the student not directly associated with SGA, this oc- 
currance may seem to be just one of those things. Just one 
of those crazy things would be more applicable. 

It would be unfair to put the entire blame on SGA (they 
did have a signed contract), but a great deal must come to lie 
on its shoulders. 

Firstly, the big acts are normally booked and signed months 
in advance. In the cases of Junior Walker and the Mitchell 
Trio, the contracts were not signed but a few weeks before 
the actual concert. The Brothers Four concert was finalized a 
matter of days before their performancel 

Needless to say, PBJC cannot expect to have thorough pub- 
licity or success from such haphazard planning. 

Secondly, the SGA evidently reads no trade publications 
(Billboard, Cash Box, etc.) or it would be more aware of the 
current problems and troubles happening on other campuses. 

For instance, the SGA probably has little or no idea of what 
a "paper agent" is. (An agent who promises a big name group, 
but cancels shortly before the scheduled appearance, offering 
a vastly inferior "attraction"). 

Nor probably, is the SGA aware^of one of the newer modes 
of red tape utilized by the college bilker. Namely, it is the 
instance of EMI or ASCAP insisting that the college pay the 
performing rights fee. 

A San Jose State College student referring to BMI said, 
"They just walked into the office and handed us the bill" for 
performances dating over the past five years. 

We suggest that SGA hurriedly check their contracts! 

The SGA should consider joining the Association of College 
Unions (ACU) which has launched a file card system. 

Using this system colleges report on performances of art- 
ists on campus by artist and by agent. In the future then, !■ 
when PBJC hires an artist it could telephone the regional ACU 
office to find out who has used the artict, the agent, or if any 
difficulty deveJoped. 

This card system reveals all information that PBJC could 
desire. 

The Beachcomber proposed that a Student Entertainment 
Board be formed to have its duties solely concerned with this 
area of AGA. The members should not be senators or officers 
of SGA, but a group of students who will have the opportunity 
to work full-time on this project. 

The board should be appointed by the Senate and be furn- 
ished ari advisor. The Senate should appropriate a definite 
amount of money to the board so that it might schedule enter- 
tainment accordingly. 

The Beachcomber, in an attempt to encourage 'big name' 
entertainment, will support any individual or group (of stu- 
dents) who desire to attain this goal. 

Service Is Inexcusable 

Lo and beholdl A bill changer has been installed in the 
cafeteria making it easier for people who use it to walk in, 
wave a dollar in the air, and leave dejected. 

The new machine undoubtedly improves the service, but 
the Prophet Co. may have already stretched the' student and 
faculty, beyond redemption. 

The late arrival clearly shows the lack of planning that 
has gone into the "new vending look" in the cafeteria. 

The' Student Handbook on page 33 states "... students 
niay cash checks in the cafeteria in amounts up to $5.00, pro- 
viding funds are available . . ." This in itself looks fine on 
paper, but We challenge you who have used the cafeteria to 
ask the person sitting next to you if they have successfully 
cashed a check, 

A 'Comber staffer went to the cafeteria to test the Hand- 
book statement on two successive days. Not only did he not 
get his check cashed - he failed to find anyone present to 
cash it. 

This alone casts doubt on the service of the Prophet Co., 
but we hasten to add that our staffer made his attempts dur- 
ing the regular hours nprmally used for lunchl 

A cafeteria located on a campus such as PBJC has virtually 
no competition because of its proximity and convenience. We 
wonder if the type of service demonstrated thus far would be 
tolerated from an off campus cafeteria on a competitive basis.

Local Selective Service Boards 
will now use a criteria for de- 
ferments full-time enrollment, nor- 
mal progress towards a degree, 
rank in class and the test score of 
the Selective Service college quali- 
fication test. 

In the past the local boards have 
been mainly concerned that a 
registrant be enrolled as a full- 
time student when determining the 
eligibiUty of the individual for a 
deferment. 

In most instances, the local 
boards will use the college's de- 
finition as to what constitutes 
full-tinie enrollment. 



College seniors preparing to 
teach and teacliers applying for 
positions in school systems, wlilch 
encourage or require applicants to 
submit their scores on the Na- 
tional Teacher Bxamhiatlons, are 
eligible to take the tests. 

The designation of Pahn Beach 
Junior College as a test center 
for the examinations will give 
ai-ea teachers an opportunity to 
compare their performance with 
teachers all over the country. The 
tests are prepared and admm- 
istered by Educational Testing 
Service, Princeton, New Jersey.
